Two more letter bombs 
addressed to prominent indus¬ 
trialists were discovered in 
London yesterday and Scotland 
Yard issued a warning that more 
devices were likely ro appear 
in the next few days. 

All five derices discovered 
this week appear to have been 
posted in Belgium but were 
possibly Irish in origin. 

One' of the letters found 
y esterday wa*. addressed to Sir 
Arthur' Knight, ; who ' retires 1 
soon as chairman of Courtaulds 
tu become chairman of the 
National Enterprise Board. The 
letter was spotted by a sorter 
at Paddington sorting office. 

The second letter was 
delivered to the home of Lord 
Croham who as Sir Douglas 
Alien was bead of the Civil 
Service. He is now industrial 
adviser to the Bank of England 
and deputy chairman of British 
National Oil Corporation. Lady 
Croham called the police when 
she saw tbe lerter. 

The device sent to Sir Arthur 
was addressed to a home he 
sold a year ago; the other was 
addressed ro Lord Croham as a 
baronet. 

On Tuesday another derice 
was delivered to the home of 
Sir William Mather, chairman 
of the Institute of Directors. 
Two others exploded in sorting 
offices before they could be 
delivered. Both are thought to 



have been destined for 
Gerrards Cross, Buckingham¬ 
shire, where several senior 
industrialists live. 

At a press conference at 
Scotland Yard Dec Chief Supt 
Peter Phelan, deputy head uf 
rhe anti-terrorist squad, said the 
devices were powerful enough 
to kill. They could explode if 
handled roughly. 

Mr Phelau said: " Iu the past 
these derices have come in 
waves and I have no reason to 
think tbe five would be the 
end of it. They could he 
delayed in the pnsr. I think we 
can expect more for some days 
yet.

The letters were thoughr to 
be Irish in origin ; Mr Phejan 
said this was deduced - from 
evidence on the outside of the 
letters. The Belgian police had 
been contacted and "Scotland 
Yard were in touch with offi¬ 
cers from the Thames. Valley, 
Kent, and Cheshv\s forces 
where other derices had 
appeared. 

The.'letters varied slightly, iit 
siae. but all appeared Mr.fiavd 
been posted in Belgium with 
addresses hohd-wriifcn un 
labels attached to rhe envel¬ 
opes. Although described as 
letters they wire more like 
small packages. 

Mr Phelan sr.id the bombers 
may now change their tactics 
and post, letters from elswhere 
in Europe. 

He could not comment on 
whether the attacks were con¬ 
nected with raids against the 
Provisional IRA last week; but 
one letter was posted on Dec¬ 
ember 13. the day after the 
raids were carried out. 

No one had claimed responsi¬ 
bility. The pplice were not pre¬ 
pared to attribute the attacks 
to the Provisional IRA which 
sent similar devices in the past.

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Board to publish safety analysis of 
nuclear power stations after 
criticism of unnecessary secrecy ;

.• The safety analyses for 
individual nuclear power 
stations are to be published Foe 
the first time by the Central 
Electricity Generating Board. 
That important change of pro¬ 
cedure could go a long way to 
meeting criticisms about un¬ 
necessary secrecy. 

■ The issue was the subject of 
at* early day {notion tabled in 
the Commons on Monday 
railing On the Government “ for 
the immediate release not of 
any abridged summary, but of 
the full secret, unabridged 
safety reports on the pressur¬ 
ized water reactor and the 
advanced gas-cooled reactor”. 

The board's action will satisfy 
a large part of the request, but 
not in total. The start will be 
early next year with safety 
reports covering the second 
advanced gas-cooled reactor, to 
be built at Heysham. Lanca¬ 
shire. and an identical system 
at Torness, Scotland. 

Planning approval has been 
given for both sites. The final 
stage before work starts on 
both stations, in the spring, is 
to obtain a licence from the 
Nuclear Installations Inspect¬ 
orate based on a pre-construc¬ 
tion safety report. 

The generating board’s inten¬ 
tion is to publish a shortened 
version. The full documentation 


of a* safety analysis for an 
advanced gas-cooled reactor 
would probably be issued if 
sals 


proposals for a nuclear power 
station at Portskewett, south 
Wales, are pursued. 

Mr R. R, Matthews, director 
of health and safety for the 
board, said yesterday that it 
was a maner of feeling a way 
to the best method of providing 
information which was often in 
highly technical form. 

Commercial confidentiality 

and the security of plant has to 
be considered. But he believed 
those aspects could be resolved 
by indicating clearly the narure 
of sensitive information which 
was left out of a public report. 

The safety documents consist 
of several reports, some are re¬ 
laced only to a particular site 
under examination. In addition, 
safety analysis is a continuous 
process even for a specific type 
of reactor, allowing for .ad¬ 
vances in design and for refine¬ 
ments in the metbods of fault 
analyses. 

The need to prepare the full 
safety documents for the pres¬ 
surized water reactor for which 
Government approval was given 
yesterday, is regarded as an in¬ 
evitable requirement for the 
public inquiry. 

No design or safety docu¬ 
ments appropriate to a pres¬ 
surized water reactor for con¬ 
struction on a CEGB site have 
yet been prepared. 


The probable terms of ' ; a 
public inquiry into a prqs- 
surized water reactor station, 
to be built at Sizewell. Suffolk, 
form the subject for one of the 
most critical of the opposition 
voices to the atomic power pro¬ 
gramme. 

A joint letter from the 
Friends of the Earth and the 
Council far the Protection of 
Rural England to the Govern¬ 
ment points to irreconcilable 
differences between the scope 
of a public inquiry and the 
type of assessment that is 
needed for such immense tech¬ 
nological programmes. 

Our Political Staff writes: 
Implications of the Govern¬ 
ment’s latest statement on .the 
nuclear power programme are 
to be investigated by the new 
Commons Select Committee on 
Energy. 

Tne committee stated yester¬ 
day that it will examine the 
energy projections and the 
assumptions about contributions

Orangemen prepare mass 
demonstration in Ulster

Ulster's Orangemen are pre¬ 
paring a mass demonstration in 
the centre of Belfast as their 
answer to the Government's 
attempt to hand back powers to 
the province. 

The protest has been timed to 
Influence the outcome oE pre¬ 
sent political m&noeuvrings 
which probably will result in an 
attempt to establisb an elected 
assembly next year, whether by 
agreement or imposition. 

The Orangemen believe the 
Government will announce its 
intentions in the spring, and 
have called the demonstration 
for March 15—two days before 
St Patrick’s Day. 

The main messages will be on 
security and the principle of 
one equal vote to each citizen. 
There will be strong emphasis 
on the need to improve the 
effectiveness of the locally re¬ 
cruited, part-time police and 
soldiers to release the regular 
Army for intensive border 
security duties- 

The Orangemen want more 
men In the Ulster Defence 
Regiment and the police 
reservists and believe they 
should be more effectively 
deployed. 


The idea of shifting more 
troops to the bordir has a 
strong propaganda appeal, the 
Orangemen say. It would help 
to dispel the belief abroad, 
especially in America, chat the 
British troops are “ occupying ” 
Ulster. 


Meanwhile, the Ulsrer 
Defence Association declared 
its support for special category 
status for all IRA prisoners. 
Mr Andy Tyrie, head of the 
UDA, roe largest “ loyalist ” 
paramilitary group in Ulster, 
told the Cork _ Examiner: 
“They are different prisoners. 
There are special courts, special 
police, a special .everything. 
Whether I agree with republi¬ 
can ideas or not l have to 
accept that these people are 
fighting far what they believe 
in, both Protestants and 
Catholics ”.

Changes in working-class 
attitudes were far more import¬ 
ant in determining the future 
of higher education than 
changes in the birth rate, Pro¬ 
fessor E. G. Edwards, of Brad* 
ford University, told a confer¬ 
ence in Brighton yesterday. 

He said the Deportment of 
Education and Science was 
obsessed with birth rate fluctu¬ 
ations, leading to variations in 
the size of the 18-year-old age 
group. 

His study of higher education 
growth rates over the past ICO 
years suggested that it was the 
size of the age group belonging 
ro the managerial and pro¬ 
fessional classes that was 
important, and that was deter¬ 
mined mainly by social 
mobility rates, nor birth rates. 

Those social classes bad been 
expanding much faster than the 
population as a whole, and the 
fluctuations in their growth 
rate was closely similar to the 
changes in the growth rate of 
higher education in the corres¬ 
ponding periods. 

Speaking at the annual con¬ 
ference of the Society for Re¬ 
search into Higher Education. 
Professor Edwards said that 
from 1360 to about 1955 higher 
education had expanded at a 
fairly uniform rate, doubling 
in size every 25 years. From 

1955 to 197Q, the doubling 
period had dropped to about 
eight years. 


Since 1970 fluctuations in 
growth were consistent with, a 
virtual saturation of potential 
demand from ■ the most domi¬ 
nant customers of higher edu¬ 
cation. 

Participation races for the 
higher professional classes had 
risen to above 80 per cent. Par¬ 
ticipation by manual workers’ 
children had declined over the 
period. . ■. . 

The Robbins principle - that- 
higher education should be 
available for all those with the 
ability, attainment, and desire 
to pursue it had resulted in a 
widening of the “social apar¬ 
theid” in higher education. 

The' development of higher 
education in Britain, depended 
not so much on projections as 
on policy, he said. . 

“It depends on whether we 
shall be content to. see the 
continuance of the waste of 
potential ability, a natural 
consequence of tbe Robbins 
principle ... or whether we 
are determined to find ways 
of stimulating the latent ability 
of the majority of the popu¬ 
lation to find expression both 
in the consciousness and per¬ 
ception of higher education and 
in the will and achievement 
to participate in il” 

It was unlikely that any sig¬ 
nificant change in that direc¬ 
tion could result from educa¬ 
tional changes alone. It prob¬ 
ably depended more on the 
currents of industrial, social 
and economic strategy. 


Science undergraduates 
favourites for firsts

Undergraduates reading sci¬ 
ence or technology subjects arc 
more than three times more 
likely to be awarded a first- 
class degree than those reading 
social science subjects, although 
their average A level qualifica¬ 
tions are of an almost identical 
standard. 

Mr Thomas Bourner, a lec¬ 
turer at Middlesex Polytechnic, 
presented the results of his 
analysis of first degree classi¬ 
fications and entry qualifica¬ 
tions to universities, polytech¬ 
nics and other maintained col¬ 
leges during the period 1971- 
75 , at the annua] conference 
of the Society for Research into 
Higher 'Education, in Brighton 
yesterday. 

At universities. 13 per cent 


of science and technology 
students were awarded-a first- 
class degree, compared with 7 
per cent of arrs students, and 
4.4 per cent of social science 
students. 

Their average A level 
•‘scores'* on entering univer¬ 
sity were 9.56 (science a ad 
technology!, 10.53 (arts) and 
9 86 (social science). The score 
is obtained by allocating five 
paints to a grade A, four to ar 
grade B. three to a C, and so 


In polytechnics and other 
public sector colleges, 9.6 pier 
cent of science and technology 
students obtained first-class 
degrees—double the proportion 
of first-class arts degrees 
per cent;, and fire times the 
proportion of first-class'degrees 
in the social sciences.

Environmental control reduces 
rate of industry’s acute diseases

People at work have rising 
expectations about, their con¬ 
ditions- ' and will no longer 
tolerate those that were per¬ 
fectly acceptable 30 years ago. 
Dr Kenneth Duncan, Director of 
Medical Services .at .the. Health 
and Safety - Executive said 
yesterday. 

-The incidence; of -most acute 
industrial diseases .was falling 
because of environmental con¬ 
trol, so occupational health 
workers in future would look 
more at ordinary diseases which 
could have been brought about 
by working conditions.. 

Dr Duncan, who was present¬ 
ing rhe Employment Medical 
Advisory- Service’s report for 
1977 and 1978, said that such 
degenerative-conditions as back¬ 
ache, high mood pressure and 
bronchitis were increasing. It 
was • worth considering which 
occupational factors affected 
them. 

Backache and sciatica could 
be induced by poor- lifting tech¬ 
niques. It was common in the 
retail trade and woodworking. 
High Mood pressure could be 
related to work with heavy 


metals, such as lead, cadmium 
and mercury. Bronchitis could 
be connected with jobs that 
cause lung irritation because of 
the prevalence of dust. 

The incidence of. bronchitis 
among coal miners, however, 
was probably due more to poor 
living conditions than their jobs 
because their Wives had the 
same incidence rate. Pneumo¬ 
coniosis had been steadily 
declining because of the reduc¬ 
tion of coal dust levels. 

Dr Duncan said that one of 
the most important tasks the 
service was. undertaking was in 
establishing acceptable stand¬ 
ards of exposure for workers to 
toxic substances. In the oast, 
not enough trouble had been 
taken in putting sound- bio¬ 
logical data into determining 
such standards. 

He said: “If we do not get 
the science right, the end 
results will be wrong”. 

The report gives details of 
the work done in establishing 
standards for asbestos, asbestos 
substitutes, lead, and carcino¬ 
gens. It also outlines the survey 
comniisiooed by the service on 
the effects of white asbestos 


and the service's own register 
of all workpeople exposed to 
lead. 

Ir gives examples of the ser¬ 
vice's case work. During 1977 
and 19/8 its doctors and nurses 
advised tattooists on sterile 
techniques, blacksmiths on how 
to avoid occupational hernias, 
and women working in a wall¬ 
paper paste factory on how to 
prevent recurring nose bleeds. 

In a prawn-peeling factory it 
was discovered that the jets of 
compressed air used for remov¬ 
ing meat from prawn tails 
resulted in the workers suffer¬ 
ing respiratory difficulties. The 
service recommended that the 
technique be discontinued. 

The service also sold 7.000 
copier, of its booklet Occupa¬ 
tional Health Services: the Way 
Ahead and examined young 
people with medical employ¬ 
ment difficulties and disabled 
work people through its rehabi¬ 
litation and firness for work 
schemes.

The Government's housing 
Bill is to be published today 
against Lhe gloomiest back¬ 
ground for many years. New 
building in the public and 
private sectors has shown a 
steady decline and the present 
mortgage interest level, al¬ 
though it has brought a rapid 
baft to price inflation, has en¬ 
tailed considerable hardship 
and disappointment. 

Ministers claim not to be 
worried unduly by ihe fall in 
the number of buildings being 
started because capital spend¬ 
ing is- being diverted to reno¬ 
vation schemes. Of that, how¬ 
ever, tbere is little evidence. 
What is only too clear is that 
private home improvement has 
been seriously inhibited by 
available grants failing to keep 
pace with inflation, despite last 
month’s relaxation in the 
eligibility rules. 

Although Mr John Stanley is 
seen as an amiable and sym¬ 
pathetic minister, the Govern¬ 
ment’s only real initiative in 
the seven months since it took 
office has been to affirm its in¬ 
tention to give council tenants 
a statutory- right to buy their 
homes. 

It would also like to extend 
a. similar right to housing asso¬ 
ciation tenants; but there are 


difficulties with those associa¬ 
tions, abour.half of which are 
registered as charities ana 
which are legally unable to per¬ 
mit their beneficiaries to make 
financial profits. 

It would also be impossible 
apparently to give tenants of 
non-subsidized associations the 
right to buy without extending 
the same right to those who 
rent their homes from private 
landlords- Difficulties also 
arise with associations formed 
as cooperative or co-ownership 
projects. 

Restrictions are likely to be 
applied to the sale of council 
properties in national parks, 
which would otherwise attract 
second-home buyers, and of 
houses built for special needs, 
such os those for the old and 
handicapped. Bur fears are dis¬ 
counted that villages will 
rapidly lose their small stocks 
of publicly owned homes to 
rent. 

Aside from the predictable 
opposition of the Labour Party 
and of a section of the housing 
lobby, many people would wel¬ 
come steps id release more land 
owned by local authorities and 
public undertakings for private 
housing. That would tie in 
neatly with Mr Stanley’s recent 
promise to permit councils to 
guarantee mortgages granted by 
building societies to first-time 
buyers. 


Leasehold reformers seek 
changes to avert crisis

Leasehold reform campaign¬ 
ers in Britain are hoping the 
Government's housing Bill will 
contain two amendments to the 
present laws to avoid a cruel 
housing crisis in big inner city 
areas. Without those changes, 
the campaigners say, thousands 
of people, mainly elderly, face 
the prospect of being evicted 
from homes they thought they 
owned. 

The crisis has its roots in 
the industrial revolution when 
landowners in cities like Car¬ 
diff and Birmingham leased 
land for builders to erect 
terraced houses to accom¬ 
modate workers who served the 
iron and coalraasters. Those 
leases are expiring and the 
houses will become the prop¬ 
erty of the freeholders who 
are in many cases big pension 
funds or charitable trusts. 

Miss Susan Finch, of the 
Welsh Leasehold Reform Cam¬ 
paign said : “ Under presenr 
law many leaseholders are 
faced with demands of up to 
£4,000 to buy the freehold and 
fur old people on fixed incomes 
this is just impossible. 

“Jf they opt to extend the 
lease for a further 50 years, 
thereby losing for ever the 
right to purchase the freehold, 
rhey face ground renr increases 
from E4 to £300 a year for a 
property worth £8,000. 

“Many old people who can¬ 
not rtford the cost of freehold 
purchase and who cannot afford 
the new ground renr will cense 
to own their houses and will 
become tenants in them. If 
they are unable financially to 
put their house in order before 
it is handed over they face 
eviction.” 


Thar, according to the cam¬ 
paigners. is particularly cruel 
for some leaseholders who let 
their properties, realize they 
have a declining asset and are 
most reluctant to carry out 
repairs or improvements. 

Mr John Bretcher, aged 70, 
has Jived in his Cardiff house, 
owned by a charitable trust, 
for almost 40 years and rhree 
years ago when the landlord 
died he bought the leasehold, 
which expires in two years’ 
time. “ I have asked to buy 
the freehold but was told ihnr 
it would cost £3.100. Tbere is 
□a way I can raise that kind 
of money on a pension. 

“ I won’t know how much I 
will have to pay in ground rent 
until the lease expires but 
people in this area renewing 
leases are now being asked to 
pay more than £150 a year. At 
the moment I pay £2.60 a year 
and I am not even sure if I 
can afford an increase like 
that. If I cannot I will just 
have to give up my home ro the 
landowners and become a 
tenant.” 

The reformers say rite new 
housing Bill must establish the 
right of every leaseholder to 
purchase thus amending exist¬ 
ing legislation which impphjs 
the necessity of having lived 
in a property for five out of 
the past 10 years before the 
option is open. 

They add chat it is viral for 
a formula to be adopted to 
calculate freehold prices based 
on the gross ratable value and 
not the market value. 

Under the formula the free¬ 
hold value of an inner-city 
terraced house worth £7.000 
would be £385 against £1,085 on 
current valuation practice.

The Opposition- complained that' 
whereas " die minnows '* had been 
prosecuted the ** big fisb ’* 
appeared to hare got away, when 
Sir Michael Havers, Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. reported in a statement that 
he agreed with the conclusions of 
die Director of Public Prosecutions 
that further investigations and 
public expenditure into possible 
criminal proceedings against oil 
companies for breaches of sanc¬ 
tions against Rhodesia would not 
be justified and that the matter 
should proceed no further. 

Sir Michael Havers (Merton, 
Wimbledon, C), in hit long state¬ 
ment, said: 

In 1978 the then Secretary of 
State for Foreign and Common¬ 
wealth Affairs (Dr David Owen) 
referred the Bingham report to the 
Director of Public Prosecutions tn 
consider whether further enquiries 
should be undertaken with a view 
to possible criminal proceedings 
for breaches of the Southern Rho¬ 
desia Sanctions Order.- 

Shortly thereafter, leading and 
junior counsel were instructed by 
the Director to advise him 
whether, in rhe circumstances dis¬ 
closed by the report, criminal 
offences appeared to have been 
committed and, if so. by whom. 

It will be appreciated that the 
Bingham enquiry was neither a 
police investigation nor a trial, and 
it was not, therefore, conducted 
within the constraints of the rules 
of evidence or procedure applic¬ 
able in a court of law. 

In February- 1968 and again in 
February, 1969. meetings took 
place between UM Government 
nnd senior officers of Shell and 
BP. The outcome of those meetings 
(described extensively in the Bing¬ 
ham report) appeared ro have been 
interpreted by the oil companies, 
rightiv or wrongly, as giving them 
tadt.'if not express, approval to 
operate what has become known as 
the *" exchange ” scheme whereby 
oil and petroleum reached South¬ 
ern Rhodesia. 

It was by no means clear 
whether and, if so. for precisely 
what length of time, the so-called 
" exchange ” scheme was operated 
thereafter. 

Agajnst this background the 
Director of Public Prosecutions 
(DPPi appreciated that much more 
factual information and research 
into the legal problems were 
required in order to particularise 
offences, to identify the principal 
persons acting on behalf of the oil 
companies and to collect the 
admissible evidence. Accordingly a 
team of senior police officers was 
Instructed to make further detailed 
inquiries, while counsel continued 
tn review the material already 
available. 

Steps were taken in April, 1979, 
under Schedule 1 to the 1968 sanc¬ 
tions order to require the oil com¬ 
panies to produce all the relevant 
documents in their possession or 
under their control. 


It seems that there are over 
20,000 files of which at least 14,000 
are -likely to be relevant. Bearing 
in mind the substantial amount of 
time and public moneyilikely to be 
involved In analyzing this mass of 
paper and Investigating the eviden¬ 
tiary material available overseas, 
counsel were asked to give the DPP 
further advice. 

By the beginning of November. 
1979 m an opinion, running to 
almost 50 pages counsel advised 
the DPP of the great difficulties in 
the way of a successful prosecu¬ 
tion. 

The DPP had to consider the 
following matters: 
fl) The material disclosed by the 
Bingham investigation was wholly 
insufficient for the purposes of a 
criminal trial. Direct evidence by 
witnesses or from proved docu¬ 
ments would be needed. 

(2) There was abundant material 
in the report which showed that. In 
the period following the meetings 
in 1968 and 1969, oil and petroleum 
products had been supplied direct 
by railway wagon to Southern Rho¬ 
desia. 

The question which arose in an 
acute form, however, was whether 
it could be proved by the strict 
rules of evidence applied in the 
criminal courts of this country: 

(a) which companies had in Tact 
made these supplies; 

(b) who, if any, among the 
officers, agents or employees of 
the companies during the rele¬ 
vant period were knowing 
parties to such supply. 

It was also necessary to seek m 
determine whether these supplies 
had been made in contravention of 
the alleged “ understanding ” with 
HM Government. 

(3) Furthermore it was material 
to have regard to the fact (emhasi- 
ted in' the Bingham, report) 
that many of the companies 
and their officials were subject to 
the Jaws of suites deeply hostile Lo 
the sanctions policy and were 
liable to penalties for any refusal 
or failure to supply oil on demand. 
There is no power to compel the 
attendance of witnesses from 
abroad. ' 

(41 The available material dis¬ 
closed land, indeed, the Blngbam 
investigation found) that many of 
the principal officials concerned in 
the contraventions of the sanctions 
orders were not amenable, to oar 
jurisdiction.

Mr Raymond Ellis (Derbyshire 
North-East, Lab) was given leave 
to introduce a Bill aimed at giving 
parish councils the righr to consul¬ 
tation before toxic poisons were 
dumped in their area. The Bin was 
read a first time. 

He said it was strange that 
parish councils bad the right to 
object to measures such os pro¬ 
posed housing developments, air¬ 
ports or motorways, and yet when 
it came to the infinitely more dan¬ 
gerous practice of dumping toxic 
waste the parish councils not only 
did not have the righr to object, 
they did not even have the right to 
know. 

In the village of Morton, Derby¬ 
shire. it was discovered that a 
licence had been granted to dump 
toxic poisons without anyone 
within the local authorities having 
any information at all. 

This shroud of M15 secrecy 
around this operation caused alarm 
for his. constituents and spread 
anxiety.

fears about safety of nuclear 
power stations ar0 groundless

Moscow, Dec 19 

The Soviet Union's most 
senior scientists Have a sain 
publicly defended nuclear 
energy and said the country is 
determined to press ahead 
with' ah- ambitious programme 
of nuclear power station con¬ 
struction. 

But they disclosed ar an un¬ 
precedented open press con¬ 
ference yesterday that ordinary 
Russians living near power 
stations are worried by the 
safety issue. Their fears were 
dismissed as groundless. 

Limited public debate on nu¬ 
clear * power began only six 
weeks ago when a nuclear 
scientist in . the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences wore in 
an influential ideological jour¬ 
nal that nuclear power stations 
used up too much land and 
water, - could ecologically 
exhaust populated regions and 
could lead to radiation leaks 
during rhe transport of fuel 
containers. - 

His article was given wide 
publicity and suggested there 
was disagreement in senior 
Soviet scientific circles over 
the issue. 

Yesterday, however. Profes¬ 
sor Anatoly Aleksandrov, presi¬ 
dent of' the academy and the 
chief advocate of nuclear 
energy, categorically dismissed 
all'doubts: “There arc no in¬ 
superable problems in atomic 
energy”, he said. “Atomic 
energy is one of the safest in¬ 
dustrial technologies.'* 

He said nuclear power 
stations were safer than oil or 


coal-fired stations*.' *nd -posed 
no threat to tbe'environment 
or to the population. . ‘ .* 

He gave a surprisingly sharp, 
rebuff to a .fellow.'academician. 

Professor .Nikolai;- JToUezha], 
who wrote in Kommimisl rhar 
there was no guaranteed safe 
and economic way'of disposing 
of spent nuclear fuel. The aca¬ 
demician, he remarked, -was a 
specialist only in : -.reactor'-build¬ 
ing, not in tlie broader, aspects 
of nuclear techniques ’■ 

Professor Aleksandrov told 
the crowded conference, which 
included diplomats' from 
Britain and other, countries 
using nuclear energp-who had 
been summoned-to . hear the 
Soviet viewpoint, that the Rus¬ 
sians intended to develop nu¬ 
clear energy as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible. 

At present 5 per cent of 
electricity is generated by nu¬ 
clear power. In 10 years time 
this figure would rise to 25 
per cent, with atomic stations 
being built with a capacity of 
up to 1,500,000 kilowatts- 

By the year 2000 nuclear 
power stations would he sited 
in every parr of the country 
except where coal was plenti¬ 
ful and cheap to extract -or 
where hydro-electric energy 
was available. A third of all 
generation would be from fast- 
breeder reactors. 

Future power stations would 
also be used to beat towns cen¬ 
trally. Two such stations are 
now being built near Gorki 
and Voronezb. Professor Alek¬ 
sandrov ridiculed the sugges¬ 
tion by the distinguished 
Soviet physicist Peter Kapitsa 


that they should be sited on 
remote islands, and he asked 
how transport.: and communi¬ 
cations would.- be possible 
there'. z ■ 

The academician admitted 
that ordinary. Russians were 
frightened ' by -nuclear energy. 
He said this tear arose from 
ignorance and/ from associa¬ 
tions With. atomic- weapons. But 
every qualified nuclear scien¬ 
tist in the. world knew it was 

safe to site atomic stations In 

populated areas;'and even near 
big cities, he asserted. 

** There has never been a nu¬ 
clear accident in the Soviet 
Union", he said. Western 
reports of an accident at the 
Shevchenko fast-breeder 

station in the Ukraine, one of 
two now in commission, were 
untrue. 

The Kommunist article said 
the Russians were having diffi¬ 
culties developing fast-breeder 
reactors, and the programme 
was at least 15 years behind 
target. 

Until now the Russians have 
ignored anti-nuclear protests in 
the West, even by left-wing 
groups. They have glossed over 
reports of accidents and 
blamed Western oil lobbies for 
artificially exaggerating peo¬ 
ple’s fears. 

This position has been in¬ 
creasingly untenable at inter¬ 
national conferences, however, 
and the beginning of a 
genuine public debate in this 
country may have been made 
necessary to authorize scien¬ 
tists to discuss such matters 
with overseas colleagues. 


Gradual return 
to civilian rule 
for Argentina

Buenos Aires,' Dec 19 

Argentina’s military junta, 
the supreme authority in the 
country, today published a docu¬ 
ment, entitled “political bases of 
the armed forces for the process 
of national reorganization”. 

The document of 7,000 words 
was handed to President Jorge 
Rafael Videla during a cere¬ 
mony in the congress building. 
He was made responsible for 
carrying out its programme 
which- aims to'band Argentina 
over to civilian rule gradually. 

It contains no timetable, how¬ 
ever. aiid the word “ election ” 
in the sense of suffrage is care¬ 
fully avoided. It also refers to 
the " limits of dissent ” within 
which any participant must 
work. ‘ 1 

Politics will be Conducted on 
a multi party- system and party 
political activity will be resumed 
when' the relevant laws have 
been worked out. 


El Salvador troops kill 
peasants in farm siege 


San Salvador, Dec 19. — 
Twenty-five farmworkers were 
killed near here yesterday when 
National Guard troops stormed 
a landowner's farm which had 
been occupied by strikers. 

The Army announced that 10 
other people were wounded and 
that it had captured 16 guer¬ 
rillas belonging to the Trotsky¬ 
ist LP-28 movement in the 
incident at El Congo, 30 miles 
east of the capital. 

A group of landless peasants 
had taken over the farm where 
they worked to press their 
demands for pay increases, the 
communique said. 

Troops used bullhorns to try 
to convince the occupiers, who 
were supported by guerrillas, to 
evacuate the farm. Shots were 
fired and after a four-hour 
battle, tbe authorities counted 
25 bodies on the scene, the 
Army said. 

The communique said the 
Government was determined to 
prevent “ illegal occupations 


which cause so much harm to 
the national economy". 

The Government threatened 
yesterday to reestablish a state 
of siege unless clandestine 
groups desisted from violent 
actions.—Agence France-Presse. 
Tough stance: The incident in 
El Salvador has in the past 
been common enough in the 
country, but many people had 
hoped there would be no re¬ 
currence under the new regime 
(writes Peter Strafford). 

The Government was instal¬ 
led by moderate military men, 
who promised social and 
economic reforms and an end 
to repression. Members of the 
civilian opposition joined the 
Government, and it wax backed 
by Washington, afraid of having 
more radical governments in 
rhe region in the aftermath of 
the Nicaraguan revolution. 

Various leftist groups in El 
Salvador have not accepted the 
Government and have kept up 
pressure against it. 


US hope of 
accord on 
autonomy of 
Palestinians

Washington; Dec 19 

Mr Sol Linowkz, President 
Carter’s new Middle. East 
envoy, said today there was a 
“ reasonable possibility n that 
Egypt and Israel would be able 
to reacb agreement on Pales¬ 
tinian autonomy on the West 
Bank and in Gaza by next May 
as originally planned. 

Mr Lmowitz, who was talking 
to reporters in Washington, re¬ 
turned from bis first negotiab- 
ing mission to Cairo and 
Jerusalem at the eod of .last 
week. He replaced Mr Robert 
Strauss, wbo is now chairman 
of President Carter’s :reelection 
campaign. 

He said that the agreements 
reached so far bed--gone a 
considerable wav towards 
u fleshing out" what bad once 
been the vague concepts of 
autonomy and self-goverxmfent. 
Moreover negotiations on less 
controversial points—like the 
way in which elections would 
he conducted, who would vote 
and' how—had 1 been -going 
smoothly for six months. 

Mr Linowitz said he was not 
surprised that Palestinian rep¬ 
resentatives had so far been 
unwilling to participate in the 
talks. While the goal of 
autonomy remained unclear, 
the Palestinians were bound not 
to have much of an incentive 
to join tbe. talks. 

Nevertheless, 'once the- con¬ 
cept of autonomy began to take 
a clearer form and people could 
see what was in it for them, 
Palestinian representatives 
might well change their minds 
about taking part In the talks, 
he said.

Her background is a degree in psycho¬ 
logy from Durham Umversitv. a stint as 
a clinical psychologist in a North-eastern 
mental hospital, and part-time interview, 
ing for a market research companv. From 
there it was a short step into the full¬ 
time world of advertising. In 1971. Ann 
Burdus was invited to join the board of 
McCann-Erickson as research director. 

The move ro McCann-Eriction was 
decisive for her career. She and nvo men 
were installed as a new team to revitalize 
the agenty. For four years she worked to 
her brief: bur in 197S the time came for 
her to leave her familiar niche and make a 
contribution towards the running of the 
com pa ny. 

In 1975 the board held a two-day retreat 
to decide where the agenev uas going ro 
next. Ms Burdus virtuallv' ran the board 
think-tank which decided upon a three- 
pronged strategy. The new objectives 
included more agencies within the stable 
to attract competing business, greater 
growth and opportunities for career

development. The original 1971 trium¬ 
virate all hut ralked themselves out nf a 
job. Less than three years larer they had 
each moved on. 

One of Ann Burdus’s many theories of 
management and success—in which she 
believes profoundly—is that anyone who 
wishes to he successful should work for 
an expanding company. She provided the 
proof of this theory when she went to 
New York in 1978 to become direcror of 
advertising development and strategic 
planning for the parent McCann Erickson 
International. 

In normal circumstances she could have 
expected to have stayed in the United 
States for three or more years. However, 
the abrupt departure Df McCann's United 
Kingdom boss in spring catapulted hex 
back into the hot seat and made her one 
of the nmsi powerful women in British 
indusrry. Powerful not only in her own 
right as the chief executive _»s of one of 
tbe country's major advertising agencies, 
but also as the ultimate guiding hand 
behind those campaigns which exhort us 
to buy more Coca Cola, more Kodak 
goods.' more Leri Strauss jeans, more 
Gillette blndes, more eggs and more milk.

The growth in billings these clients 
represent—from f 10m, in her first year 
with the company to £S0m in the current 
year—is a financial measure of her 
success. Her increasing outside respon¬ 
sibilities, she's oo the recently appointed 
committee for the promotion of British 
agriculture, and to tbe advertising industry 
as a whole, are oiher yardsticks against 
which she can be judged. 

Little of her success, however, can be 
attributed to her sex. Like many a tycoon, 
she's outgrown two marriages on the way 
to the top: and she doesn't seem to have 
a strong private person. But scores 
oF interviews on the subject have made 
her more articulated titan most on the 
subject of success in general—attaching 
oneself to successful companies and to 
successful men—and her own success in 
particular. 

"I've always filled in with more talented 
people behind me”, she points out, 
“ which leaves me free to move on ” 
However, she’s honest enough to admit 
that only the mast confident of people 
could follow such advice. Luck plays its 
part too. and what she likes to call the 
“element of stupidity". She’s not afraid 
of opening her mouth, wide, “ where a 
. better politician might have been more 
i cautious Of course, what it boils down 
to is that she has “ never really questioned 
that my opinions aren’t woru hearing 

The firm belief that her views are “as 
good as anybody else’s ” make her a 
supremely seif-confident person. Thar is 
why 5hc'i$ successful; for she is not a 
person of hard, clear-cut ambition. In New 
. York she was prepared “ to wait prag¬ 
matically and sec what would come up”. 
She feels the same wav about her next 
move in the McCann stable which, as part 
of die much bigger United Stares Inter¬ 
public groun. has prospects in plenty to 
offer. Ann Burdus. corporate executive and 
•successful businesswoman who outs in a 
fourteen-hour day but is still “ a fun person 
to work with ”, Has a long way yet to 
travel.

The first question depended for 
its answer on the meaning of be 
is not the occupier If Parlia¬ 
ment Intended that only the sole 
occupier was eligible, why was 
that, hot made clear by the words 
used.?. 

The Haase had to give effect 
to. Parliament's intention as 
revealed by tbe words of ihe Act. 
The difficulty was that the Act 
gare. no clear indication wherfaer 
flie Intention was to exclude only 
sole occupiers or both sole aod 
joint occupiers—to exclude anyone 
in occupation of a commercial 
unit.

LORD FRASER, concurring in 
the results, said that one powerful 
reason why eligibility could not be 
acquired after the date of death 
was that otherwise it would be 
easy for a child of a deceased 
tenant to divest himself of an 
interest in a commercial unit 
immediately after the parents 
death. Parliament could not have 
intended to leave open such an 
obvious and comparatively easy 
method of circumventing the 
requirements of paragraph (c). 

LORD RUSSELL, in the Jack- 
son appeal, found himself per¬ 
suaded by the cogent Judgment of 
Lord Justice Brandon and loyally 
concurred with his brethren' that 
the applicant must for the pur¬ 
poses of section 18(2) be eligible 
to aoply at tbe date or the tenant's 
death. 

In the "Williamson case, how¬ 
ever. the question was whether die 
applicant’s joint occupation with 
his brother of a “ commercial 
unit ” disqualified biro from 
ability to applv for a tenancy of 
the holding of which his. father 
was the tenant at his death.

The turkey looks as if it died 
of exposure. Will it really keep 
till Tuesday? Are there eaougn 
sprouts to go round? Will the 
milkman remember the cream? 
Twd extra loaves or three? It 
is the epic scale of family- 
catering at Christmas that ter¬ 
rifies first rimers and makes 
old hands sigh at the prospect. 

It is not easy to concentrate 
either when helpers are laying 
the table, the cat wants its din¬ 
ner. the children are over¬ 
excited. someone cannot find 
his red tie or the sharp scis¬ 
sors, grandma would like 
another cup of tea dear, and 
a _ third glass of sherry is un¬ 
wise. 

A list — correction, several 
lists — are the only answer. 
Shopping lists, preparation lists, 
and a timetable of tempera¬ 
tures and cooking times to 
stick on the kitchen wall. 

It is all too easy to run out 
of something vital like salt or 
tea bags on Boxing Day, or to 
forget that it is ibe weight of 
the bird after it is stuffed that 
counts when calculating the 
cooking time. Even storage 
space can be a problem when 
feeding the multitude. 

Easy first courses tbat can 
be prepared in advance, and 
last-minute puddings help tn 
make tbe rask more manage¬ 
able and more fun. A mousse 
of smoked fish makes a light 
and attractive opening to any 
Christmas _ meal. This one is 
moulded in three layers — 
smoked salmon, trout and 
mackerel mousses encased in a 
thin layer of dear aspic. For 
a simpler dish use just one 
kind of smoked fish, and if 
aspic does not appeal, serve the 
mousse in individual ramekins. 
You can, of course, make yoor 
own aspic from a well-flavoured 
fresh fish srock. 

Smoked fish mousse 

Serves six to eight _ 

30g (loz) butter _ 

30g (loz) plain flour’ _ 

1 x 425g (15oz) tin clear turtle 
soup _ ■ _ 

1 tablespoon (1 sachet) un- 
flavoored gelatine _ 

300ml ft pint) double cream 


Pour the aspic, a little at a 
rime, into the chilled mould 
and swirl it round, on ice if 
necessary, until the inside of 
rhe mould is coated with a 
thin, even layer of jelly. Return 
tho mould to the refrigerator. 

Whip the cream very' lightly 
until it will just hold a soft 
peak. Using a food processor, 
blender, or pestle and mortar, 
reduce the smoked salmon to 
. a smooth pured. Add a tea¬ 
spoon of lemon juice, one 
third of the sauce and one 
rhird of the whipped cream. 
BJend lightly together and 
season well with salt, pepper 
and cayenne. Spoon the mixture 
into rhe aspic lined mould, 
smooth it nrer. and leave it 
to set in the refrigerator. 

Prepare the smoked trout 
mousse in the same way and 
spoon it in an even layer over 
the smoked salmon mousse. 
Lasriy make rhe smoked 
■mackerel mousse and add that 
ton to rhe mould. Chill well. 

To serve, dip the mould 
briefly in hot water and turn 
the mousse on to a serving 
dish. Seme it in thick slices 
with brown toast or crustv 
rolls. 

The simplest special occasion 
recipe for turkey that I know 
has no stuffing. Constant bast¬ 
ing with honey and butter 
make it crisp and dark chest¬ 
nut coloured on the outMde, 
while underneath the flesh is 
very moist and white. The 
method, still used in the rorth 
of England, was brought to 
Britain by the Romans who 
cooked flamingoes, herons and 
other large birds in this way. 

Turkeys should be properly 
hung ro develop their full 
flavour—a process sometimes 
skimped with frozen birds. 
This is one nf the reasons that 
fresh rurkeys so often taste 
better- than frozen ones. The 
way to get the best from a 
frozen bird is to rhav.- slowly 
and carefully in the refrigera¬ 
tor—at least 48 hours for a 
large bird, 24 hours for a 
smaJI one.

325 F. gas 
mark 3) and continue ron:,rin 2 
for about 3j hours mor>' 1 bast¬ 
ing the bird at half hourly in¬ 
tervals. If tbe turkey wa; put 
in the oven srraight from rhe 
refrigerator it will take ar Jfasr 
an extra half hour. To test 
whether the bird is cooked, 
insert a skewer into rhe thick¬ 
est part of the leg, near the 
body. It is readv when thp 
juices run clear. Rest die tur¬ 
key in the oven with the door 
ripen and the heat turned nFF 
for about 15 minutes before 
carving it. 


Pull out any lumps of fat still 
inside the goose and dry it well 
inside and out. Put the raisins,in 
a bowl and corer them with 
boiling water. Set them aside 
to plump up. 

Melt the butler in a pan and 
fry rhe liver until Jt is just 
firm. Take the liver from tbe 
pan and set it aside to cool. Fry 
the onion in the remaining 
butter until it is soft but not 
brown. 

Chop the liver finely and put 
it in a large bowl with the onion 
and butter. Add tbe bread¬ 
crumbs, apples, nuts, drained 
raisins, herbs and a generous 
seasoning of salt and pepper. 
Mix these ingredients well and 
check the seasoning. 

Stuff the goose loosely with 
this mixture. Tuck the parson’s 
nose under the flap of skin 
above it and dose the opening 
with three nr four big stitches. 
Truss the legs and wings under 
the bird, rucking in the neck 
flap skin, nr catching it with a 
stitch if needed._ Prick the goose 
on the legs, sides and lower 
breast before roasting. 

Tut the goose breast side up 
on a rack in a shallow roasting 
tin and roast io a pre-heated 
moderately hot oven (200‘C/ 
400'F. gas mark 6) for 15 min¬ 
utes. Turn the bird over breast 
side down and lower the beat 
to moderate (160’C/325’F, gas 
mark 3) aod cook for two hours 
before turning it breast side up 
for another two to nvo and a 
half hours at the same oven 
heat. Basting is unnecessary, 
but save the goose fat dripping 
for other dishes. 

Your goose Is cooked when 
the juices run a pale golden 
colour. Test wirh a skewer in¬ 
serted into the leg close to the 
body.

Vegetables are just about 
the last consideration when 
Christmas menus are being 
planned, often because their 
choice is determined by Lbe 
selection of the bird.

New Zealanders' choice of new 
potatoes and peas with the 
sweet new season's lamb might 
appear equally conservative 
but for their delightful custom 
of gathering the vegetables 
fresh from the garden on 
Christmas morning. With but¬ 
tered asparagus or corn on the 
cob to begin the meal, weeks 
of skilful gardening are in¬ 
vested in bringing them all to 
the Christmas table at their 
peak. 

Finland's special potato cas¬ 
serole imeilettyperunasoscln- 
acikko must have originated 
with one of those happy acci¬ 
dents which sometimes occur 
in the kitchen. Its originality is 
due to a “ malting “ process dur¬ 
ing which starch in the potato 
mixture turns into a simple 
sugar, in modern kitchens this 
chemistry takes place in a very 
slow oven. But ir is not hard 
cd imagine a farmer’s wife of 
long ago leaving a dish of 
mashed potato near her big 
wood-burning stove while she 
busied herself with Christmas 
breadmaking, and discovering 
that the potato had turned yel¬ 
low. sweet, and unexpectedly 
delirious. Its taste i5 reminis¬ 
cent of chestnuts. 


mashed potato, adding a little 
milk if it is too stiff to work, 
and mix in the flour, blending 
it thoroughly. 

Butter a heavy casserole dish, 
one which has b well fitting 
lid. Put the potato mixture into 
tbe dish, cover it tightly, and 
bake in a preheated very cool

J| for 5 hours. Check the mix¬ 
ture from time to time, adding 
a little milk if it appears too 
dry- This slow cooking will 
make the potato slightly yellow, 
and very soft and sweet- 

To finish the dish add salt 
to taste, and pepper, and beat 
the mixture smooth. Dot the 
top of the puree with butter and 
hake it, uncovered, in a moder¬ 
ately hot oven iign’C/B/j-F, 
gas mark Si for about £0 min¬ 
utes, or until it is browned on 
top.

Again and again this year 1 
hare opened a novel with 
pleasurable anticipation only to 
dose it with disappointment. 
Occasionally an author has 
matched or exceeded expecta¬ 
tion but ail too often the best 
of our writers have seemed to 
be coasting—failing to work out 
narrative themes with sufficient 
rigour, employing old tiicmes to 
no new purpose, letting tech¬ 
nical carelessness impair an 
otherwise ingenious rale. 

On the whole, the women 
writers seemed to have had a 
greater care for their craft, the 
imperfections being smaller.

Undoubtedly the most 
acclaimed of the woman s 
world novels, Praxis by Fay 
Weldon (Hodder & Stoughton, 
£4.95), left me deeply uneasy. 
Fay Weldon has always main¬ 
tained sufficient objectivity 
from her feminist material to 
permit her observations a rare 
wit and elegance but here I 
felt her detachment was 
becoming a ganger, casting a 
chiH over a narrative that takes 
one through 40 hectic years of 
far from average womanhood. 

Praxis, reared by a dotty 
mother, burdened by a dotty 
sister. gives retrospective 
accouot of a career in which 
she has been cheerful part-time 
prostitute sleeping (accident¬ 
ally) with her father, made ao 
unsuitable and unconvincing 
executive marriage, dismantled 
the marriage of another girl, 
joined up with a somewhat 
muscular liberation group and 
apparently reached salvation 
through infanticide. It is extra¬ 
ordinarily hard to know what 
the underlying attitude of the 
author is. Because of the book's 
scope, because Praxis and her 
sister Hypatia—by virtue nE 
their names—suggest two 
aspects of the universal woman 
one is led to assume more 
substance in this novel than it 
actually yields. 

Fay Weldon is the mistress of 
highly wrought surfaces, bizarre 
events, glittering grotesquerics, 
pace and keen perceptions-—to 
read her is like drinking etiam- 
page. At this surface level the 
book is as stylishly brilliant as 
anything she has done but 1 
yearned for greater depth and 
feeling. , . 

Far less ambitious but within 
its limits more truthful, more 
compassionate was another pic¬ 
ture of the suddenly function¬ 
less middle-aged woman created 
by Rose Tremain in Letter To 
Sister Benedicta (Macdonald Sc 
Jane’s, £4.95). This second novel 
of hers rather escaped notice 
this vear and I shall watch out 
for her next book with incense 
interest. 

As for Jane White, whose 
seventh novel was published 
this year, I simply cannot 
understand why she has failed 
to attract more public atten¬ 
tion. Benjamin’s Open Day 
(Hamish Hamilton, £550) is a 
most accomplished and sophis¬ 
ticated little novel which con¬ 
trives to illustrate the turbulent 
emotional state of a teenage lioy 
in terms of action rather than 
explication. She taxes struc¬ 
tural and stylistic risks—which 
I like—by intimatin® the out¬ 
come so close to the beginning 
she stakes everything on her 
manner of telling and if this 
borders on farce ir serve* only 
to heighten the pain u the 
centre of the book. 

This familiar theme of 
passage from childhood to 
adult understanding was. fur 
me. most subtly and beauti¬ 
fully executed by Jennifer 
Johnston in her ncar-nerfect 
novel.

Of all the seasonal music 
abounding, Britten’s A Bop toas 
bom must surely count as one 
of the most fascinating Christ¬ 
mas celebrations for reasons of 
music much more than of 
sentiment. 

It demands choral profes¬

Thar said, it must be admit¬ 
ted that on this evidence 
lwhich Is not, i think, at all 
slanted) there does seem to be 
a surprising degree of consist¬ 
ency among artists formed by 
The Slade during the 68 years 
covered by 1892 to I960. For 
one thing, the Slade always has 
taught its students to draw, or 
at least strongly encouraged 
any nascent gifts of draugli i- 
manship they might have. An 
astonishing number of_ the 
paintings Here, however '•‘pain- 
terly" their final effect, are 
clearly based on the arrange¬ 
ment of strongly articulated 
forms within.a dearly, classic¬ 
ally worked out composition. 
Maybe tbat sounds academic, 
but if one remembers thar the 
formulation includes Wyndham 
Lewis and Bamberg, Stanley 
Spencer and Trjstam Hillier, 
Paul Nash, Rodrigo Mnynihan 
and Roger Hilton, it can be 


seen rbat it is capable of de¬ 
velopment far outside the 
range of die academies. 

In any case, rhe list of Slade 
pupils reads rather like a 
who’s who of British art in the 
first two-thirds of tbe twentieth 
century: most of tbe groups 
and movements, like the New 
English Art Club, the Camden 
Town School and the Vorti- 
cists, originated with and were 
manned almost exclusively by 
graduates from die Slade, and 
ir always seems to have been 
somewhere near the centre of 
any kind of artistic ferment 
going on in this country. And, 
more to the point, it turned 
out painters whose work stands 
the test of time and can, today 
as ever, provide keen and sub¬ 
tle enjoyment for the man who 
just knows" what he likes as 
well as for the specialist. The 
show now . at Canterbury 
(going the long way round 
between Brighton and Read¬ 
ing) is one of the most sbeerly 
pleasurable now to bo seen 
anywhere within reasonable 
reach of London. 

At the moment, Reading has 
instead a show which charms 
by its modesty as much as any¬ 
thing. Tom Nash was born in 
1891, died in 196R, lived much 
of his life in the shadow of 
Stanley Spencer and was 
never, anyway, very well 
known to anybody. So, says rhe 
catalogue of ibis retrospective 
disarmingly, he was not a 
great painter, not stunningly 
individual. But ho was a 
talented professional, odd 
enough to be worth a second 
look. And so he is- Scenes Of 
country life; religious sub¬ 
jects ; simply, solidly painted; 
decidedly attractive. Perhaps 
not worth a Special journey, 
but if you happen to he in 
Reading before January 5....

The Singers Company has re¬ 
turned rhis week to Hammer¬ 
smith where Peter Knapp’s new 
production is nf Rossini's ever- 
pnpular Barber of Seville. 

As with last year's Cosi fan 
Tutti he has not scrupled m 
make his own far reaching alter¬ 
ations. for the special purposes 
nf hit company. The overture 
launches the first surprise. 
Rossini’s score hes been 
entirely rcscored for small 
orchestra by John Owen 
Edwards, in a snle half way 
between the tea shop ensemble 
and the jocular television com¬ 
mercial (xylophone, electric 
piano, and typewriter all have 
their pans). Purism has to be 
left outside. The result some¬ 
times sounds feeble nr ill 
balanced, but curiously I was 
nor offended : better this way, 
perhaps, than attempt to fudge 
Rossini’s orchestral colours 
from the handful of the instru¬ 
ments available. 

The musical numbers nf the 
opera are sung more or less as 
intended, in English, though 
the storm music is replaced 
bv a reprise of the overture's 
allegro and BartoJo’s contribu¬ 
tion to the singing lesson by 
Amy Wnodfnrde-Findon’s “Pale 
Hands I Loved most curious. 
The cause is the updating of 
the plot ro present-dav Spain, 
with Count Aim a viva replaced 
by Viscount Lindsey from 
Sussex. Rosina is now *a young 
French heiress, Bartolo a "hotel¬ 
ier in Seville, Figaro an aspir¬ 
ing opera-singer, probably Eng¬ 
lish, at present running a hair¬ 
dressing salon out there. 

There is a charming Rnsina 
in Judith Jeffrey, an agile, 
bright mezrn, her tone apt pj 
coarsen at the top, her divisions 
vivid and rhythmical. David 
Field send is the ardent and 
chameieonesque suitor, his 
Italian singing teacher more 
persuasive than the British 
soldier: Chrisrnnhcr Knnrh- 
Tones makes a likeably cocky 
Figaro. Alan Wart the shifty 
Bartolo (Lionel to his friends, 
it seems"). 

The sung recitative* have 
been replaced bv spoken 
English dialogue, rather too 
much of it often self-con¬ 
sciously but not wholly amus.

Patriotism must be the pdic^ iiow 


It must almost go without saying that 
no Government since the war has 
inherited quite so dangerous and bleak 
a prospect as Mrs Thatcher's has. There 
is, however, a further point that has 
hardly been raken at all. No other 
postwar Conservative Government has 
taken over, as this one has, in circum¬ 
stances that from the start have 
virtually ruled out the policies tbar 
^ bring “popularity 

-. Indeed the election of 1979 brought 

• ■ something like a reversal of the 

previous pattern in which incoming 
Tory governments have been able lo 

• make the sort of decisions that secure 
Public support, whereas it has usually 
been Labour governments which, for 

.. one reason or ' another, have been 
- driven immediately to retrenchment, 

/ restraint and correction. 

The Attlee government, for instance, 

: taking over ar the start of postwar 

reconstruction, was obliged to continue 

far some time the wartime apparatus of 
controls, even if its bureaucratic in- , 
sdnets led it to maintain these much 
longer than necessary. But the Conser¬ 
vatives. taking over in 1951 were 
immediately able to scrap rationing 
and controls without causing the 
social and economic crises that Labour 
had predicted, and so to create a new 
mood of optimism that led to 13 years 
of Tory rule. 

In contrast the Wilson government of 
1964 was _ in trouble straight away. 
Arguably it talked itself into a worse 
crisis than was necessary in its deter¬ 
mination to prove' that the Tories had 
. left one behind them. Its troubles were 
. further multiplied by its unsuccessful 
attempts to preserve the exchange rate, 
and its belief that high public spending 
could be paid for by grandiose national 
growth plans and solemn agreements 
with the unions. 

In the end it was driven to pay 
freezes and restraints, tighter money 
and, finally, devaluation. It was hardly 
ever out of crisis and never able to 
create optimism, though Harold Wilson 
did his best to mask this bv an incessant 
display of political “ movement”.

Christmas with serious worries 
about cuts in government and 
local council grants early in the 
New Year. I can at least offer 
a dream of a future full of 
plenty, courtesy of rhe Labour 
Party’s arts spokesman, Andrew 
Fa u Ids. 

Explaining what Labnur 
would do for the airs, Mr 
Faulds said there would be a 
big increase in spending, per¬ 
haps doubling current expendi¬ 
ture, and a triennial rolling 
cash programme for. the Art 1 : 
Council, so organiaarions could 
plan ahead. (It is a sign of the 
inexorable grip of finance on 
die arts that a triennial rolling 
cash programme should be con¬ 
sidered an ideal Christmas pre¬ 
sent.) . . 

In an article in the Greater 
London Arts Association's 
monthly Arts Alerf,_ he dis¬ 
counted the Conservatives’ :aith 
in increasing private patronage, 
and argued that local councils 
had to be forced to. spend a 
proportion of the rates on the 
arts. “ The majority or coun¬ 
cillors have never espoused the 
arts because tbev know damn 
all about them. ‘They will be 
the first budgets to be 
trimmed" . . , 

Mr Faulds wants to build up 
the Office of Arts and Libraries 
j created by _ the Conservatives.

archaeology and films. “Tbe 
present departmentalized set-up 
is nonsensical.” 

Other ideas include a college 
to train conservation staff, and 
consideration of a complete ban 
on the export of particularly 
important works or art. Im¬ 
proved arts education, a public 
inquiry into VAT in the theatre 
and music and rax incentives 
for rbe owners of historic 
houses are among his other 
plans.

■ The years have flown by 
and - I have, learnt what 
Arthur -meant. Whenever 
there is news of yet another 
Italian polio cad crisis, of in¬ 
dustrial unrest, of raging in¬ 
flation, I reflect that little 
reatly changes in that land. 
The Italians have much ex¬ 
perience to draw on. They 
-have known what it .is like 
to "boki sway- over a great 
empire, they have known 
glorious victories and bitter 
defeats. . . 

. They have invaded. They 
have been conquered. They 
have tried all the mixtures of 

E vernment-r-emnerors and 
>gs, republics, dictators 
and democrats, the left, the 
right and' the^ centre—and 
survived magnificently. Sur¬ 
vived to drive appallingly on 


some of Europe’s most dra¬ 
matic roads, to conjure 
drama and contest from 
nothing (FH wH you tots* 
about cbe umbrella painting 
competition) to pollute and 
abuse, as weH as defend and 
appreciate, their artistic and 
architectural heritage. 

I have .steadfastly refused 
to get “booked" on Italy, 
as so many English people 
do, but I like it -enough to 
appreciate its many moods 
and its. many pleasures, and 
the memories with which. it 
has provided me. The Vespad 
seem to have .given, way to 
the ubiquitous Honda®, they 
now sell Campari reedy- 
mixed in pyramid bo tries, 
but riot much else has chan¬ 
ged. Though I am told the 
Hotel Vittoria has gone, • 
which is a pity. 

We came ' to the Hotel 
Vittoria at Nervi on an 
April . morning, having 
driven from!-Genoa along 
the Via Aurelia leaving the 
** beautiful confusion ** that - 


Charles Dickens described, 
and making for tbe coast of 
the rising sun. It was an' 
establishment that had 
clearly seen better days, 
but bad weathered tbe pas¬ 
sing years without losing all 
of. its grand manner. 


Gold lettering on great 
glass doors proclaimed that 
writing ' rooms, women’s 
salons and indoor gardens 
were : available for our 
pleasure. Outside a brace 
of old men watered tbe 
gravel drive and the 
geraniums which clambered 
up-the trellis towards-pot 
bellied balconies, like hot¬ 
headed Romeos, scarlet with 
passion. The revolving door 
squeaked and stuck, the 
floorboards creaked and 
groaned. The lift was slow, 
glass panelled .and mahogany 
framed. 

I have since visited many 
such hotels around Italy- 
small, family-run “ estab¬ 
lishments ” a world removed 
from . the multi-storeyed 


Benidormirories of ntoJero 
mass tourism. And although 
the Vittoria is no more 
there are so many like it. 
usually a little way off the 
normal tourist track, with 
temperamental plumbing, 
plain food and clean linen. 

There are grander estab¬ 
lishments too, of . course, 
and more modern hotels 
which cater for the package 
deal customer. At Rimini 
one year I sampled this kind 
of Italy, but did not take 
to it as I should. Until the 
evening of the Great Um¬ 
brella Competition. 

From my bedroom win¬ 
dow, seven or eight floors 
above the promenade. I had 
a grand view of the bustle. 
The focus of all attention 
was a collection of beach 
umbrellas — a couple of 
dozen, maybe moee—opened 
wide and set out with plenty 
of space between them. They 
were quite white, in contrast 
to the - forest of colourful 
brollies on the beach itself 


and around the sidewalk 
cafes. 

On that bright summer 
afternoon in Rimini, how¬ 
ever. the white umbrellas 
were important. They were 
the “ canvasses ” upon which 
amateur designers were going 
to paint. They mounted 
stepJadders and began slosh¬ 
ing paint &n the ‘brollies, 
twirling and twisting them 
to make their patterns. The 
idea, apparently, was that 
the best would be chosen 
as that year's official design 
by some organizatioo or an¬ 
other, and its creator would 
get a prize. 

Our of such a simple thing 
tbe Italians built suspense 
and drama, comedy and tra¬ 
gedy. The participants flung 
paint and temperament 
about. Their supporters 
whistled and jeered, 
applauded and argued. Chil¬ 
dish ? Perhaps it was. But 
only the Italians could stage 
it that way. 


have been as disnrgani.-ed as 
the “ organizers ” of another 
contest I encountered just a 
week later in Lida di Jesolo. 
They- were picking the 
year's “ Miss Cinema 
Europe" and the panel of 
international judges included 
a journalist from London. I 
was introduced to the orga¬ 
nizers and — worse — to the 
contestants as “a journalist 
from London ", They jumped 
to the wrong conclusion. 

Until the genuine article 
turned up I had a great rime. 
I doubt if such a mix-up 
would have happened any¬ 
where else buc in Italy.

I have watched die rich 
playing on the Costa 
Smeralda and the poor buy¬ 
ing candles from their 
priests in tumbledown vil¬ 
lage churches. There are so 
many memories, so many 
variations on the theme of 
Italy, to crowd my mind, 
as they crowd the mind of 
anyone who has been lucky 
enough to visit chat land over 
a period. 

It must have changed as 
rime passed, I am sure. But 
I cannot pin down those 
changes, for the people of 
Italy shrug aside such things 
a$ they proceed with the 
business r#f Jiving life to the 
full. And so far as that is 
concerned they have got 
themselves properly organ- 
nized.

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Edward Townsend reports on the growth of an infant ski industry 

Rising cost of the swift 
descent of mountains 



Over the past six years an 
increasing and unremitting 
flow of British skiers, fana¬ 
tics as well ns novices, have 
discovered at least the finan¬ 
cial advantages of a winter 
Sports holiday in Italy. 

Tour operators have been 
depositing growing numbers 
of them on the Italian slopes 
of rile Alps, on the Dolo¬ 
mites and the Apennines, 
and even in the mountain 
resorts of Sicily. Sardinia 
and Elba, Food, wine . and, 
in some cases, accom¬ 
modation prices remain 
relatively cheap there, and 
the local people show no 
resentment at being invaded. 

Yet, in spice of Italy's 
popularity, all is not well 
in the country's ski holiday 
industry. Observers _ ; n Brit¬ 
ain have given warnings that 
ic could slip from high 
growth to stagnation unless 
standards _ are unproved and 
value maintained. 


According to the Italians, 
32 per cent of all European 
skiers go to their country 
to slide down mountains. The 
figures for the British alone 
are not certain, but one esti¬ 
mate is that 60 per ceaf of 
package tour skiers and 45 
per cent of all British skiers 
travelling abroad choose 
Italy. 

Up to the present season, 
most observers have empha¬ 
sized the one important asset 
of Italy’s ski resorts—value 
for money. A year ago, a 
fortnight’s skiing in Italy 
could be £30 to £50 cheaper 
than its counterpart in 

Switzerland or Austria, 
thanks largely to the favour¬ 
able exchange rate. But 
today there are signs that 
much of that competitiveness 
has been eroded. 

Accommodation prices at 
some of the popular Italian 
ski resorts are now similar 


to those at the more fashion¬ 
able and traditional French 
and Swiss ski lodges. Miss 
Etna Low, whose British 
tour company specializes in 
ski holidays, said: *' Raxes in 
the larger and more popular 
resorts and first-class hotels 
have risen steeply, especially 
in rile peak season, and die 
danger is that if this trend 
continues Italy may price 
itself out of the market. The 
attraction for British skiers 
may be lost”. 

It Ls only in recent years 
that tour operators have dis¬ 
covered Italy and much of 
the skiing industry is in its 
infancy. Many resorts re¬ 
main to be exploited to carer 
for large numbers of holiday¬ 
makers and some of the 
developed areas are lacking 
amenities which are taken for 
granted in Switzerland or 
Austria. 

There we 300 ski resorts i 
m Italy, including those on 


the islands, of which about 
half are folly established. 
The remainder are at various 
stages of development 

The Italians- have become 
better organized as demand 
for their ski resorts has in¬ 
creased. Ski passes., allowing 
the dedicated sportsman to 
make use of different ski 
lifts with the same ticket, 
are becoming more wide¬ 
spread. The EKjIotmri Super 
Skipass, for example, allows 
the use of 350 lifts which 
serve about 600 km of pistes. 

The Italian State Tourist 
Office (Emt) in London 
Lists 31 British tour operators 
offering Italian ski holidays 
and. for the more independ¬ 
ently minded skier, can give 
details of the so-called 
“white weeks". 

These are offered by 
various Italian local authori¬ 
ties and take the form of 
special packages, valid from 
me end of November until 


April, which include accom¬ 
modation, ski lessons and ski 
passes. Prices start from as 
low as £55 for one person 
for a week’s fuH board: 

The attractions of a skiing 
holiday m Italy are many. 
Operators such as Miss Low 
are keen to emphasize chat 
wine, coffee, orange judee 

and ice 'cream are far 
cheaper then elsewhere and 
the friend Kaess and good 
food dispensed throughout 
Italy surpass those . offered 
by its northern neighbours.

THE FAR SOUTH 




Neglected territory has 
everything to offer 


Off the southernmost tip of 
Italy, the Ionian and Tyrrhe¬ 
nian seas meet and mingle. 
It is a place of strange illu¬ 
sions. Sometimes at daws a 
mirage, a mirror invige of 
the city of Messina, is 
thrown] on to the strait. 
Fata morgana they call it. 

As we stood there in the 
fragraat scrub, watching the 
boats of the swordfishers, 
the revolving beam of the 
lighthouse seemed almost to 
stroke our beads. Inland, a 
luminous shape Like a 
man's hand seemed to float 
above tbe darkness. When 
we drove closer we saw that 
it was a granite outcrop, 
200ft high and floodlit. A 
rough track curled up to 
the mins of a village. There 
were no lamps, no people, 
just five or six alarming 
dogs. Their barking was 
echoed by other dogs in vil¬ 
lages on the plain below. 

This rock bad been tbe 
demesne of a Marchese Pen- 
tedattilo, who kept bis 
| daughter secluded from the 
perils of the world. But a 
! rival baron, Montebello, 
came by night, stabbed the 
marchese in his bed, and 
dragged - the hysterical girl 
from her chamber. The 
father imagined that his 
wife had struck *hinv He cur 
her throat, rolled over, and 
died. In the confusion Mon¬ 
tebello slaughtered the 
whole family, excepting the 
| girl’s nephew, and made off 
down the hill with his 
1 screaming bride-to^e. 

Within a month she died, 
insane. 

Her nephew took the vil¬ 
lain prisoner, blinded him 
and wailed him up in the 
fortress of Pentedattilo. To 
| end the grisly story, an 
earthquake destroyed the 
1 village and any survivors 
who were left. Now, you 
step cautiously alone the 
crumbling paths. Dark pas¬ 


sages, blocked with cactus, 
probe the ruins. All the 
doors are locked. 

To me, the rock is a sym¬ 
bol of Calabria, abandoned 
yet floodlit to attract tbe 
tourists. For every year, 
ambitious Calabrians leave 
their homes with cardboard 
suitcases and bundles, and 
emigrate. And since 1950 
the Government has been 
building roads, restoring 
castles and churches, as 
well as subsidizing farmers 
and industrialists, in an 
effort to revive the neg¬ 
lected province. Three air¬ 
ports now receive tourists 
from Rome: at Reggio di 
Calabria (on the Strait of 
Messina), Le Mezia (half 
way between Cosenza and 
Caianzaro) and Crotone (at 
the south-west corner of the 
Gulf of Taranto). On the 
splendid autostrada 

motorists may now drive all 
the way. from Paris. A lux¬ 
urious train terminates at 
Reggio. . •. . 

Calabria, . larger than 
Wales, had been cut off 
from the rest of Italy by 
mountains, malaria and bri¬ 
gands. While the north 
thrived on industry arid 
tourism, illiterate peasants 
lived in the south In primi¬ 
tive conditions, victims of 
poverty and superstition. 
Then the Cassa per U Mezzo- 
giorno was founded. Three 
thousand square miles of 
agricultural land were taken 
mainly from absentee land¬ 
lords, who were compen¬ 
sated at their own valuation, 
based on their income tax 
returns. The land was 
divided into 12-acre farms 
and the labourers 
encouraged to buy them. 
Education was made com¬ 
pulsory up to the age of 13. 
Water and sewerage were 
laid on. and clumps of new 
towns cropped up. Some of 
them stand half finished. 


The exodns has not been 
'stemmed. Tbe television- set 
in the village caf6 reveals 
enviable life styles which 
were not exposed by films 
because tbe priest cate¬ 
gorized them as “ unsuitable 
for unmarried girls", “for¬ 
bidden to parishioners ?. or 
** wholesome family enter¬ 
tainment ”. Now for the Ven¬ 
turesome, new possibilities 
are in the air. A young 
woman told me she was 
going to South America to 
join her husband. She was 
so desperate to shake off 
the dust of her village that 
she had married. Mm by 
proxy on the strength of a 
photograph. Many Cala¬ 
brians are lured to the fac¬ 
tories of northern Italy by 
the promise of high wages, 
hut many of them -return, 
homesick for the sunshine 
and the scent of jasmine.' 

To the British visitor, 
Calabria - offers unspoilt 
beaches and magnificent 
mountains, fruit still warm 
from the sun and fish still 
cold from the sea, good 
roads and hotels. The 
museum at Reggio displays 
unique terracotta tablets 
dug out of rhe ravine^sanc¬ 
tuary of Perseph oner There 
is a. tiny Byzantine church, 
above Stilo, where two feet 
cut off an antique statue 
help to hind the masonry, 
and you have to find a boy 
to find an old woman .with 
the key. 

Package groups fill the 
big new hotel at Crotone, 
whooping ir up in the disco.

19),. and conducting surveys, and 
bolding more than 300 pnblic meet¬ 
ings. But that discussion concerns 
how the. transmitters, which we 
9hare with the BBC, should be allo¬ 
cated to franchise areas. 

The area served by any particu¬ 
lar transmitter can be allocated as 
the Authority decides. For example, 
it was possible in 1968 to allocate 
a main transmitter from the North- 
West area no create rhe Yorkshire 
region. But tbe area covered by one 
transmitter cannot he subdivided. 
The main area of the North-West 
which receives its main signal from 
Winter Hiil alone cannot be divided 
by the use of extra transminers or 
frequencies. The reason is that Gov¬ 
ernment policy gives priority to get¬ 
ting television to unserved areas, 
rarher than to allocating frequen¬ 
cies and resources to areas which 
are already- served.

From Mr T. C. F. Prittie 
Sir, Events in Tran and. to a minor 
extent, in Saudi Arabia and Libya 
should be reminders that there is 
a real danger of a world shortage 
of oil in the near future, of a poten¬ 
tially much more serious nature 
than that of 1973-74. A . slap-happy 
notion exists in this country that 
Britain will be " all right ” because 
oF North'Sea oil. This is myopic in 
the extreme—if there is a serious 
oil shortage. Britain irH| be under 
heavy prHsure to help her EEC 
partners. As they are friends and 
allies, Britain should not just be 
ready to help them, but should want 
to do so. 

In any case, our country is becom¬ 
ing poorer in a general sense, in 
spite of North Sea oil. Energy con¬ 
servation is desirable, whether or 
not an enerev crisis is just round 
the corner. There are steos which 
the Government should, and presum¬ 
ably is, working out. But the British 
public should he invited tn cooper¬ 
ate, voJunrariJy. Driving their cars 
at a sensible soeed saves Jives., as 
well as petrol. This is not happen¬ 
ing and °ne notes, sadlv, rhar the 
richest cars on the roads have the 
lea«t regard for national interests. 

Then, why not " car sharing ” by 
commuters and others? Tt is being 
done in the United States, a far 
richer country than Britain. I walk 
to work, which is good for my liver 
as well as my pocket, and every 
morning I see an unending stream 


of commuter-cars, one man (seldom 
a woman) at the wheel, intent on 
a " comfortable run to work ", No 
passenger, ever. One is equally im¬ 
pressed by the sheer, stupid waste 
and the toral absence of enlightened 
□ciehbourliness. 

We are not just a poor nation, 
but s wasteful one. It is little con¬ 
solation that the sword of Damocles 
when it eventually descends, will 
sever the empty skulls from joy¬ 
riding Trunks.

The London Philharmonic 
Orchestra has lost its position, 
held for the past eight years, as 
the orchestra with the highest 
attendance at Its concerts in the 
Festival Hall. 

Tn the 1978-79 season it was 
joined at the- top of the table 
hy the London Symphony 
Orchestra, each having an average 
attendance of 79 per cent. 

In the figures published fn the 
annual report nf ’the London 
Orchestral Concert Board, the 
Phllbannonia came third, with 75 
per cent, n big increase on the 
64 per cent of rhe previous year. 
The RciyaJ Philharmonic came 
fourth, with 71 per ceor. 

The average attendance at the 
concerts was up from 73 to 76 
per cent, but that was achieved 
only by the inclusion of many 
Pocular works tn the programmes. 

The composer most played by 
the four wchettras was Beethoven 
(44 works), followed by Brahms 
and Mozart (26 eacb) and Mahler 
and Tchaikovsky (25 each). By 
comparison the total of works by 
living composers was 28. 

The number of sessions under¬ 
taken hy the four orchestras, 
inried'n: rehearsals. reached 

nearly 11 a week, an increase of 
more than 8 per cent. Sir William 


Giock. chairman of tbe board, 
noted in the report that “ such 
an intense pressure of engage¬ 
ments is hard to reconcile with a 
stimulating chbice of pro¬ 
grammes . 

He felt that a solution, or even 
substantial progress towards a 
solution, was hard to imagine at 
present, and he referred tn the 
idea of a highly paid contract 
orchestra which had “ foundered 
in a sea of nbjectious ”. He said 
that in its '* philosophical" 
aspect, the year was “ a .season 
of marking time and. for some, 
of disappointed hopes 

Other figures in the report 
showed that the LSO was the 
busiest orchestra during the year, 
with 607 sessions, including con- | 
certs, rehearsals and recording 
work, and that ar the Festival 
Hail each orchestra earned from 
the sale nf seats about 60 per 
cent or tiie costs of mounting a 
concert.

Science report 

Zoology: Fossil fish from China 


By the staff of Suture 
An Anglo-Chinese collaboration 
has made possible an attempt to 
resolve the controversy surround¬ 
ing a collection of fossilized primi¬ 
tive fish discovered in China dur¬ 
ing the past 20 years. 

Zoologists from Reading and 
Peking, working together on the 
collection, have decided, contrary 
to some previous suggestions, that 
the fish evolved in southern 
China aod lived there exclusively 
about 400 million years ago. 

The fish lit question belonged ta 
the group known as agoarhans be¬ 
cause of their lack of javrs and 
teeth. Today the only survivors of 
'the group are the superficially 
eel-like lampreys and hagfisb. 
which feed by clamping theLr 
small, round mouths on to other 
living or dead fish and then using 
their tongues as .scrapers. 

In their heyday the agtuthans 
were abundant and even more 
bizarre. The many different forms 
that evolved in the Silurian and 
Devonian periods superficially re¬ 
sembled grotesque versions of 
modern fsh. lacking only jaws and 
proper fins. But internally they 
were primitive, and externally 
they were covered by thick, bone- 
like armour plating. Scales covered 
the trank and tail, and a solid 
casing surrounded the bead, with 
a round hole or a silt for a 
mouth. The armour-plating gave 


the fish their name. ostracndcrm.« 
(shell-skinned), distinguishing them 
from rhe extant lampreys and hag- 
fish. 

Knowledge nf the oscracoderm* 
has been based largely on nu 
sorts nf fos-rfl evidence. Well pre¬ 
served fragments and whole sec¬ 
tions of armour-plating have given 
a picture .of the diversity of 
shapes that evolved. And in some 
cases the internal anatomy has 
bean reconstructed in the form of 
casts resulting from a natural pro¬ 
cess of mineraliemoti¬ 
on the basis of such evidence 
from various parts of the world, 
zoologists agreed that there had 
been three main groups of osrra- 
cuderms. But when new and un¬ 
familiar specimens began to be 
reported from southern China in 
the 1961H their relationships were 
nor clear. A scholarly controversy 
soon developed over whether they 
could be included in the existing 

groups of ottracoderms or 
whether they represented a fourth 
group. 

Many or the Chinese specimens 
are now in the Institute of Vcele¬ 
brate Palaeontology and Palaco- 
anthmpnlogy in Peking, and last 
March Dr L. B. Halstead, rt 
Reading University, was able to 
study (hat cntlection. He worked 
In collaboration with Dr Y.-H. 
Liu of th» institute and Dr K. 
P’ad of i : - Museum of Gcoloay 


in Peking- At the same time Mrs 
J. Halstead was able to prepare 
drawings of the specimens, thus 
recording far more fine detail 
that would be possible in photo¬ 
graph':. 

Their study is reported in two 
papers in this week’s Nature, one 
of which deals entirely with the 
internar anatomy, revealed in 
several extremely derailed casta. 
Dr Halstead describes them as 
the most beautiful examples he 
has ever seen of such casts. 

The structure of tbe outer 
casings and the details nf brain, 
nerves, blood supply and other 
internal features have convinced 
the An El o-Chinese team that the 
I'oIItxrion of specimens from 
southern China represents a 
fourth main group of astraco- 
deruts, not closely related to the 
other three groiios or to the 
lampreys and hagfish. 

TV team believes that such a 
group could have resulted only 
from extensive evolution in isola¬ 
tion from the rest or rhe world. 
Whai other experts will think of 
those conclusions remains to be 
scan. But the controversy is un¬ 
likely to he quelled yet.

Inflation . has disguised the 
growth rare of the industry, too. 
Little Woods's gross stakes, almost 
doubled between 1971r72 and 1978- 
79 from' CU0.2m to £2Q2.7m.. but 
in real - terms fall, the 1978-79 
ffgpre being, equivalent to £81.8fe 
at 1971-72 values. • - ■ 

Because of the low i rate of 
inflation in 1978-73, gross receipts 
rose actually and in real terms -for 
the first rime for many years in 
that period, bot with inflation now 
running at 17 per cent .this year's 
total—though expected, to have 
risen once more—will again, .be 


down in real terms. The record

A Euromonitor report on bett¬ 
ing and gambling, produced in

One problem is that 
pools only occur in the football 
season, and overseas pools arouse 
little interest." 

Zeners deny that -this is so. 
though they agree it used to be. 
At One time, they told me, busi¬ 
ness was halved during . the 13- 
week summer season (when the 
pools are based upon matches 
played in Australia and punters 
ponder over such' matches aa 
Kwinana versus' Rockingham or 
.Yalknzm versus Fawkner), but 
now it drops by only about a 
quarter and they attribute ibis as 
much to holidays and other dis¬ 
tractions as to die unfamflixrlty 
of die names.. 

** There is • seasonal drop at 
Christmas, too >} , 1 vras told. "All 
sorts of bousehrfd matters can 
affect the actions of the pools 
entrant. Even, die sending ont of 
telephone bills by the Post Office 
may make some impact on the 


reservoir of money available that 
week." 

The Euro monitor report of 
1978 said : “ Football pools 

account for only arouad 7 per 
cent of the betting and gambling 
market, with a turnover of £27Sm 
in 1977 ", where “ turnover ” 
means the total money staked. The 
Pools Promoters Association feel 
that comparisons made on this 
basis are a most Inexact measure 
of the gambling market. They 
claim that a more realistic guide 
is the money laid out by the 
public less the amounts returned 
In winnings--what the recent 
Royal Commission on Gambling 
called “ money lost ” and what 
the PPA can “ true expenditure 
If one accepts that as the basis 
for comparison, the pools achieve 
an altogether more prominent 
position. :J - - 

Although in 1978 (January to 
December! nine times as much 
was staked on horse racing and 
similar betting as on the football 
pooh, in terms of “ true expendi¬ 
ture " the ratio of pooh to betting 
.was two to five. - Estimates are 
that, in terms of ” true expen¬ 
diture ", in 1978 the pooh (with 
a total of -£2Uxn} hsd nearly 17 
per cent of tbe total gambling 
market co mpri s in g pools,- betting, 
bingo, casinos, gaming machines 
and lotteries. 

In 1979 there has bees a marked 
downturn in srqali lottery turn¬ 
over, with many lotteries running 
at half or even a third of their 
1978. level of' response, and this 
will affect the figures for tbe 
overall gambling marker for this 
year, when they are assembled. 

Who does the pools ? In res¬ 
ponse to Euromotritor's question. 


“ How often do you do tbe foor- 
ball pools ? " 37.2 per cent of all 
householders answered, “ Once a 
week (or more) ”, Broken down 
into socio-economic groups. 26.2 
per cent of householders in the 
AB group made that same res¬ 
ponse ; and so did 39.9 per ceoL 
in the Cl group. 45.1 per cent In 
the Cl group and 33.8 per cent 
in the DE group.. 

Classified by age. 3S.9 per cent 
of respondents between the ages 
of 15 and 25 entered the pools 
ar least once a week (Lhe Family 
Law Reform Act In January, !9"0 
lowered the minimum aee of 
entry to pools from 21 years to 
181 while the figures for the 
ocher age groups were: 25 to 35 
—42.4 per cent ; 35 to 44—39." 
per cent ; 45 to 54—42.4 per tent: 
53 to 64—37.1 par cent; and over 
' 65—24.6 per cent. 

Significantly more interest in 
the pools is shown in Scotland 
than Jn rite sou at. Only 33.6 per 
cent of those questioned in Lon¬ 
don and the south-east said they 
entered the pools at least once a 
week, and the same percentage 
applied in Wales and the (south¬ 
west : whereas the figure for 
Scotland .was 37.6 per cent. In 
the Midlands and East Anglia it 
was 36.4-. per cent and In the 
north 34.4 per cent. 

The report concluded : " Gener¬ 
ally speaking. ' doing the pooh ’ 
is either a regular weekly activity 
or it is not pursued at all—few 
people participate on- a casual 
basis *'. Nearly 60 per cent of 
people in- the country as a whole 
replied to the question, ** How 
often do you do the pools 7" 
with " Never ".

of England predicts 
and recession 
raise state borrowing

. Government borrowing, may 
rise next year, according to the 
Bank of England,- though it 
adds that such a rise could be 
compatible with continued tight. 

-control'.of the money supply. 

" Tfie Bank of England' Quar¬ 
terly Bulletin published yester¬ 
day contains, a lengthy . discus- 
moo of the influences on the- 
Public Sector Borrowing Re¬ 
quirement' (PSBR). This con¬ 
cludes that the combined effects 
of inflation and recession next 
year will'rend to push up tbe~ 
PSBR. ’ ■ - 

The Government has not 
published a forecast of -the 
PSBR in money terms for next 
year. To some extent, -this 
depends on the results of the 
present emergency exercise to 
cut public spending next vear, 
and on Budget tax decisions. 
Internal forecasts' in' the ^ank 1 
and the Treasury are believed 
to-show the PSBR rising uncom- 
fortably beyond: this year’s, ex-' 
pected £&30tVm in 1980-8L - . 

. The Bank is probably hoping 
that, by discussing the reasons " 
for- a rise, it wfll • allay - City ' 
fears that a loosening of money 
control follows necessarily from 
a rise in. the PSBR. i- .. 

The Bank appears to be 
slightly more optimistic than 
the Treasury about next year’s 
economic prospects. Ir foresees, 
a slide into .recession,' although 


it says the timing is very un¬ 
certain, with output down by 1 
to 2 per cent. The Treasury 
has forecast a 2 per cent drop. 

Inflation is expected to slow 
down-, next .year, though the 
Bank is cautious about the pros¬ 
pects for a sharp reduction. It 
says that both, lower wage rises 
and higher productivity will be 
needed to bring price inflation 
down. 

As is usual, the Bank empha¬ 
sizes the need ! for a firm and 
clearly-articulated money 
policy, it-does not hold out the 
hope of an early reduction in 
interest rates despite the pros¬ 
pect of a lower PSBR in the 
coining months. The recent 
rise in Minimum Lending Rate 
to a record 17 per- cent was. 
necessary, it says, to keep pace 
with the rise in inflationary 
expectations. 

A reduction in Interest rates 
may depend more oo bringing 
down inflation and inflationary 
expectations than on holding 
down the PSBR. 

The Government has alreadv 
conceded that the PSBR wiil 
rise in line with inflation next 
year. However, the Bank goes 
further than this. 

It. suggests that a drop in out- 
ut could push up the PSBR 
ut without making it* any 
harder to keep to a given 
money target As companies cut 
back spending and reduce bar-

rowing, this will make it easier 
for the Government to borrow 
to finance its deficit. 

Tbe Bank is gloomy about 
the projects for tbe world 
economy next year. To some 
extent.British exporters may be 
insulated from the slowdown by 
a continued rise in United King¬ 
dom markets overseas, in par¬ 
ticular those of the oil export¬ 
ing countries. 

Sterling's strength is blamed 
for much of. the rapid rise in 
imports this year. The Bank 
expects the pound to remain 
fairly strong. The drastic de¬ 
terioration in British competi¬ 
tiveness has still. probably to 
feed through to exports, and 
the Bank warns that a further 
weakening of British competi¬ 
tiveness could “ strangle the 
dynamic forces of expansion” 
which it expects by tbe end of 
1981. Recovery after next 
year’s recession depends to a 
large extent on bringiug down 
inflation. 

In common with other fore¬ 
casters, the Bank expects a 
tight squeeze on company pro¬ 
fits next year. Manufacturing 
output, which has performed 
dismally, is likely to hear the 
brunt of the slowdown. The 
Bank foresees rising unemploy¬ 
ment, and believes that com¬ 
panies may be forced to make 
workers redundant despite em¬ 
ployment protection legislation.

Confederation of ' British 
Industry' - policy' makers har¬ 
dened their attitude to the 
closed shop yesterday. After 
a lengthy debate, the central' 
council made it clear that it 
regarded the Government’s' 
Employment Bill ns onlyja first 
step towards abolition of the' 
closed shop. 

The council instructed the 
steering group .dealing -with 
industrial relations to examine 
the ; steps which could even¬ 
tually give every employee 
‘ k rhe freedom -, to., decide 
whether or not to join a trade 
union”, -• 

.Support was given to the 
idea of a Bill of Rights pro¬ 
viding the explicit right not to 
belong to a trade union, similar 
to those: incorporated in the. 
constitution. of countries like 
West Germany, France and 
Italy. 


In deciding to aim for bo 
end to tbe dosed shop, tbe 
council is endorsing a resolu-. 
tide passed by a narrow margin 
of 387 votes to 321 at tbe CBI 
national conference last month. 

This is more militant than 
previous policy, . which' was 
concerned merely to ensure 
that . closed shops operated 
fairly. 

• Much of the earlier policy 
has been incorporated in the 
Employment Bill, which pro¬ 
poses, for instance, that closed 
shops should be introduced 
only after a ballot has estab¬ 
lished that at least 80 per cent 
of employees are in favour. . 

It was clear from yesterday’s 
meeting, however, that many 
employers are far from satisfied 
With the proposed legislation. 
Only fear of causing excessive 
delays has prevented CBI 
members from lobbying for 
more extreme measures. Their 


support for the Bill yesterday 
was conditional on rougher 
measures being, drawn up 
internally by this time next 
year at tbe latest. 

Representatives from ' the 
Engineering Employers Federa¬ 
tion and from nationalized in¬ 
dustries which are among the 
largest operators of dosed shop 
agreements, were present at 
yesterday’s meeting. Altogether 
the Trade Unions Congress 
estimates that 5 million em¬ 
ployees work in closed shops. 

The latest report on the pat¬ 
tern of pay settlements, presen¬ 
ted earlier to the council, 
showed no change on last 
month. 

• Information about pay settle¬ 
ments covering 1.25 million em¬ 
ployees has been- received by 
the CBFs databank since No-.

Pay rises . accelerated in 
October, partly as a result of 
the. engineering settlement. 
Average earnings were 16.7 per 
cent up on a year earlier, com¬ 
pared with a rise of only 14.4 
per cent in September. During 
tbe month there was a sharp 
jump—after seasonal adjust¬ 
ment—of 4.4 per cent in the 
average earnings in production 
industries. 

Although October's figures 
exaggerate the underlying 
monthly increase in pay, the}’ 
are the first for several months 
to give a good guide to the 
annual rate of wage inflation. 

This shows a definite 
quickening in the pace of pay 
rises. The level of settlements 
is now running at between 16 
and 17 per cent, compared with 
15-16 per cent a few months 
ago. 

Ministers have given many 
warnings, that high wage settle¬ 
ments will lead to unemploy¬ 
ment So far the figures in¬ 
dicate that pay bargainers have 
taken little notice. 

The leap in earnings in Octo¬ 
ber helped to narrow the gap 
between pay and price rises. 
However, wages are still failing 
to keep pace with inflation. The 
retail price index went up hv 
17.2 per cent in October, and 
by 17.4 per cent last month. 

Real earnings have been hit 
this year by the rapid rise in 
prices, which have caught up 
with past pay rises and been 
pushed up by'increased VAT. It 
is largely for this reason that 
the Treasury is expecting a slow 
down in consumer spending 
next year. 

The new series of average 
earnings, which covers em¬ 
ployees in the whole economy, 
rose by 2.7 per cent in October. 
Half of this jump was caused 
by the rise in earnings of en¬ 
gineering workers. The dispute 
in September cut into engineer¬ 
ing workers’ pay, and there was 
a rebound in October after the 
pay settlement. 

Extra overtime to make up 
lost earnings accounted for part 
of the rise in engineering 
workers’ pay in October. 

The figures for average earn¬ 
ings may worsen in the coming 
months. Last year many 
settlements were delayed as 
workers waited to see whether 
the Government's -pay policy 
would break down. This had 
the effect of depressing the 
monthly figures which will 
form the base of comparison in 
the next few months. 

Another factor likely • to 
boost tbe pay figures is the 
effect of higher public sector 
wage settlements in tbe wake of 
the Clegg comparability awards. 

Tbe Bank of England esti¬ 
mated in its December bulletin, 
published yesterday, that these 
could add 2 per cent to average 
earnings over the next 12 
rannrhs. 

The Government might 
argue that it is too soon to be 
gloomy about the prospects for 
pay in this round. Only 750.000 
workers out of a total of 11-12 
million in the big groups had 
settled by the rime of the 
October figures.. 

The new series for average 
earnings, which covers 21 
million employees, is likely to 
rise more quickly than the old 
one which covers production 
workers. The Ortobcr rise of 
16.7 per cent was the highest 
since the series began.

Gold soars towards $500 before 
closing at new record price

Gold soared to within a few 
dollars of the 5500 an ounce 
barrier yesterday, but it drop¬ 
ped back to end- tbe day at 
5489 an ounce—still a record 
close. 

The rise of 59.5 came amid 
hectic activity on the bullion 
markets- Dealers cited tbe pros¬ 
pect of higher oil prices and 
tbe continuing crisis between 
America and Iran as the main 
reasons for the price rise. 

Silver also closed at record 
levels. Surprisingly, the dollar 
was not much affected bv the. 
gold rush. It closed slightly 
down on the day against most 
main currencies, after very 
quiet trading. 

The table shows that if ' 
countries valued their official 
gold reserves at yesterday’s 
market price the reserves "of 
many, especially the United 
States, would be enormous. 
Frank Vogj writes: The Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund will 
probably continue selling gold 
at regular auctions after its 
series of sates ends next May, 
according to IMF sources in 
Washington. 

The IMF has become a main 
supplier of gold to the markets 
and has sold more than 6 
million ounces this year. Tbe 
Fund's programme, initiated 
four years ago, to sell 25 
million ounces, ends with an 
auction of 444,000 ounces in 
May, but after this sale it will 
still have gold reserves of 
about 100 million ounces. 

An IMF spokesman said no 
decision on whether to sell 
more gold had been taken. The 
executive board of directors has 
□or discussed the matter, but 
sources close to the board said 
tbe chances were good that it

will support a new round of 
auctions and that a final 
decision may be announced 
after ' the interim IMF mini¬ 
sterial committee meeting in 
Hamburg on April 25. 

One important consideration 
concerns development aid.

Firstly, the account 
will have to provide a market 
related rate of interest and this 
may lead to some demands on 
the'IMF's resources. 

Revenue from gold sales could 
ease this problem. In addition, 
there is a danger of some ex¬ 
change market losses in the 
management of tbe account and 
these too, suggest the sources, 
could be covered by revenues 
from gold sales. 

The need for the substitution 
account is widely viewed as 
more urgent than ever and the 
United States Treasury, accord¬ 
ing to senior officials, is now 
playing a leading role in striv¬ 
ing to complete the preparatory 
negotiations. 

M de Larosiere told the 
United States Council of the 
International Chamber of Com¬ 
merce in early December that 
the substitution account could 
enhance the stability of the 
world's reserves system. 

He added that the account 
would accept deposits jo United 
Stares dollars from official

Rockefeller 
retirement 
ends era at 


top US bank

An era is drawing to a close 
at the Chase Manhattan Bank 
of New York, one of America's 
largest banks. It announced 
today that Mr David Rocke¬ 
feller will retire as chief execu¬ 
tive officer next month and 
retire as chairman of the board 
in April 1981. 

The Rockefeller family is 
believed to be the largest single 
shareholder in the Chase, with 
just under 2 per cent of the 
equity in the third largest bank 
in the United States. 

Mr Rockefeller first became 
an executive at the bank in 
1946 and was made chairman in 
1969. He will reach the bank’s 
mandaroty retirement age of 65 
next June. But the Chase board 
decided be sBould remain as 
chairman until the 1981 annual 
meeting. 

He will hand over a$ chief 
executive officer in two weeks 
time to Mr Willard Butcher, 
aged 53, the roan Mr Rocke¬ 
feller has groomed over many 
years as his successor. 

Mr Butcher has been with 
Chase for more than 30 years 
and was appointed president in 
1972. 

Clearly Mr Rockefeller 
intends a long and orderly tran¬ 
sition of power in the bank. 
Hence the considerable period 
from today’s announcement to 
the time he gives up the Chase 
chair and the decision not to

appoint anyone from outside to 
one of the bank’s top executive 
posts. 

Mr Rockefeller has said 
that substantial managerial 
reorganization at Chase in the 
past few years had made the 
bank “ stronger than at any 
time that I have been associated 
with Chase ” and implied that 
this made it an opportune time 
to hand over power. 

It seems probable that even 
after April. 1981, he will re¬ 
main on Chase's board and 
continue to foster contacts for 
tbe bank with leading world 
corporations and foreign 
governments. 

Today's announcement means 


that Mr Rockefeller will re¬ 
linquish day-to-day management 
control of the bank in the new 
year and four Chase executive 
vice presidents will be running 
al] of its affairs along with Mr 
Butcher. 

One of these four is bound 
to take over m due course 
from Mr Butcher as Chase’s 
president. 

The four are Mr John 
Hooper, in charge of the bank’s 
credit committee; Mr Thomas 
Labrecque, who runs all retail 
and trust operations; Mr 
William Ogden, chief financial 
officer : and Mr Barry Sullivan, 
in charge of wholesale and 
international banking activities.

Statement likely today 
on Leyland funding

The Government is expected 
to make its long awaited an¬ 
nouncement on the future fund¬ 
ing of British Leyland before 
tbe Commons recess tomorrow. 

It is understood that a deci¬ 
sion on the motor group’s 1980 
corporate plan and its request 
for an additional public invest¬ 
ment of about £425m was made 
by ministers some days ago. The 
announcement to MPs has prob¬ 
ably been delayed until Mrs 
Tharcher's return from the 
United States. 

Sir Michael Edwardes, the 
BL chairman, has made urgent 
appeals to the Government to 
reach a decision quickly. He 
believes BL's programme must 
begin in earnest as soon after 
the Christmas holiday as pos¬ 
sible if the company is to meet 
its targets. 

A BL spokesman confirmed 
yesterday that pressure on 
Whitehall Had intensified. “ We 
need to know where we stand 
and we need to get down to 
the new plan fast 

Suggestions that more public 
money for BL is dependent 
upon the outcome of pay talks 
covering the company’s 90,000 
manual workers are being dis¬ 
missed in Whitehall as having 


no bearing nn the timing of the 
announcement. 

What is not clear is the role 
the Natioal Enterprise Board 
will play in monitoring BL’s 
future activities. Under existing 
legislation the company is a 
subsidiary of the NEB but Sir 
Michael has asked to break that 
tie. 

Under the new NEB draft 
guidelines the board's abiliry in 
provide funds for BL >s greater 
than for its other subsidiaries 
but is still restricted to £25m 
for each project before govern¬ 
ment consent is necessary. 

BL's 1980 corporate plan calls 
for the provision of the final 
tranche of £225m from the 
original i 1.000m envisaged by 
the Ryder plan for tbe company 
and a further sum, thought to 
be about £200m. for its reorga¬ 
nization and redundancy pro¬ 
gramme. 

Much of the £225m would go 
towards implementing the pro¬ 
posed deal between BL and 
Honda leading to the assembly 
In the United Kingdom of a 
Honda designed and engineered 
car. 

It jc hoped that the formal 
signing of the agreement with 
Honda will take place by the 
end of this vear.

Non-executives 

Wise men out 
of the shadows 

Ten years ago the non-executive director 
was an object, at best of suspicion, at worst 
of derision, to the-cymeal-observer of the 
corporate scene. -Nor was this -cynicism 
..entirely misplaced.- Since then too many 
-non-executives have . found ‘ themselves; in 
the unwelcome glare of publicity as their 
companies went-—with their implicit or 
explicit connivance—down the tubes. 

And every London & County (Burmah 
. . . Peachey . . .) raised questions over the 
' functions of every non-executive director, 
and the extent to which he was able and 
willing to carry them out. 

Rebutting these suspicions is- not easy. It 
is easy enough to identify the non-executive 
.director’s failure, when catastrophe over¬ 
takes his company.. It is easy enough to 
estimate his cost - (fees of up to £7,500 pa; 
occasional use of the company car and of 
the boardroom bat). But it is virtually im¬ 
possible,.-at nny rate, from the outside to 
identify his success.. No one knows bow 
many disastrous decisions, in how many 
major companies, have been averted by the 
application of a little common sense from 
the outsider(s) on the board. 

However, though the benefits defy 
analysis, it aeelh& that a conviction of their 
worth is once more gaining ground. 
Research hy the Bank of England, just 
published, indicates-that of the 1,000 biggest 
companies in Britain, only 12 per cent bad 
no non-executives on the board in 1978-79, 
as against the 25 per . cent indicated in the 
Bullock Report (on the strength of research 
done in 1976) ; and 38 per cent (as against 
26 per cent in 1976) had between three and 
five outsiders. On average, one-third (three) 
of .the directors of these companies will be 
non-executives. . ... 

The Bank’s figures ate distinctly, rough 
and ready -anyway, and there has been no 
attempt to' identify tbe nature of these 
■‘•three wise men". A straw poll, however, 
indicates that the search for an outside 
view is not' being conducted in any very 
' systematic or, radical fashion. 

. There seems- to be a preponderance of 
merchant bankers* and directors of other 
(non-competing) companies. There is surely 
a case for appointing more non-executive^ 
with different kinds of experience—perhaps 
in-industrial relations, for example. 

• The sharp rise in gold which is now 
within sight, of $500-On ounce is spilling over 
into other precious ■'metals—the producer 
price of_platinum was again increased yes - 
ter day—and. speculative investment interest 
is moving into other metals markets as wdll, 
just as happened when oil prices first 
surged ahead in 1973-74. 

Copper is usually the first stop and with 
stocks now much lower than three months 
ago the short-term speculative pressure is 
outweighing- worries of weak industrial 
demand for probably the next two years. 

- The London metal markets have seen this' 
sort of action already this year which has 
not been sustained, and it seems clear that 
this time round hot money is content to 
use the gold and silver markets as its main 
refuge from the likely oil-induced inflation¬ 
ary pressures.

A packet of trouble for 
the cigarette makers 


Those who look forward to 
Christmas as an opportunity to 
wrap their minds round jumbo 
crosswords and labyrinthine 
brain-teasers, will doubtless be 
disappointed that the Govern¬ 
ment’s consultative document 
on the control of the monetary 
system has sot been dispatched 
in the Christmas mail. 

1 for one heartily applaud 
the principle that at least a 
few treats should be held back 
for the new year. 

However, the document will 
come eventually. Whatever the 
doubting Thomases may say, 
the quest for "sound money” 
has acquired an unstoppable 
momentum.. under the new 
government, and the search for 
appropriate * modifications to 
tbe present system of monetary 
control form an .important part 
of that quest. 

Jt should go without saying 
that a change to. any control 
mechanism should be carefully 
thought ’ out, whether it 
applies to -. a nuclear power 
station, a zoo, or a mere 
monetary system. There is no 
point in. building an intricate 
cage for a mouse if a lion is 
to be left on tbe rampage; and 
there is no more point in 
building the lion a cage made 
of cardboard. 

In other words, in consider¬ 
ing a control mechanism for a 
monetary system, it is first 
necessary to deride what one is 
seeking to control, and why. 
Secondly, a mechanism is 
needed that can cope with any 
strain placed upon it, or at 
least a mechanism the toler¬ 
ances of -which are clear to 
those who have to operate ir. 

Now thar may all sound 
obvious enough. But spare a 
seasonal thought for the mone- 
tary authorities: they do have 
a problem. While it can per¬ 
fectly well be argued that they 
should have spent rather more 
of die past three or four years 
looking at more radical alterna¬ 
tives for monetary control, 
the fact that the abolition of 
exchange' controls bas finally 
brought the issue to a head 
undoubtedly makes the whole 
snbjecr more, rather than less, 
complicated. 


There is no simple answer. 
There does, however, seem to 
be a strong case for the auth¬ 
orities to produce a. regular 
measurement series including 
as many types of liquidity a* 
they ieel they can accurately 
trace. Tbe complication, of 
course,- is the ability to track 
down certain types of liquidity 
in the wake of exchange con¬ 
trol abolition. 

In some cases (partly be¬ 
cause of timing differences in 
the collection of figures! 
approximation might have to 
suffice ; but the exercise would 
still be worthwhile given the 
restricted usefulness of sterling 
M3 as a monetary measure and, 
for instance, the increased use 
of building socletv deposits in 
settlement of non-housing trans¬ 
actions. 

That is not to sav that broader 
measures of liquidity, or nar¬ 
rower ones for that matter, 
would necessarily be suitable 
for monetary targecry, or at 
least for published monetary 
rargetry. The fundamental 
dilemma facing the authorities 
on this score is that to choose 
a single target tends to reduce 
the usefulness of the chosen 
measure as an indicator ffnr 
example, the declining useful¬ 
ness of sterling M3), while to 
choose a number of measures 
as' targets could easily lead 
down the dangerous path of 
o vev-ela bor anon.

Learning 
as we 
go along 


We are sailing in uncharted 
waters and there is going ro 
be an element of learning as 
we go along. 

Even the initial question the 
authorities must now ask them¬ 
selves is not answered easily. 
The question itself is simple 
enough: What constitutes 

" sound money ”? 

As a generalization, it can 
certainly be said that what the 
authorities are setting out to do 
is to. bring (nominal) monetary 
growth more into line with the 
long-term growth potential of 
the economy. But what mone¬ 
tary growth are they talking 
about? Just about every country 
that indulges in some form of 
monetary control has a differ¬ 
ent definition of money, or at 
least of the money it considers 
important. 

By money do we mean cash 
and* current account balances, 
the money generally (though 
not exclusively) used to settle 
transactions ? Should we in¬ 
clude time deposits ? If so, ail 
of them, or just certain types ? 
Why not include other kinds of 
liquidity, notably building soc¬ 
iety deposits, now larger than 
the personal sector's holdings of 
bank deposits ? And how should 
we treat non-resident holdings 
of sterling deposits, not to men¬ 
tion resident holdings of foreign 
currency deposits? 


A prerequisite of attempting 
public targetry on broader- 
based monetary measures 
would, in any case, almost cer¬ 
tainly have to be an extension 
of the control mechanism 
whereby building societies were 
drawn further into the main¬ 
stream banking system with the 
status, say, of savings banks. 

It has. after all, been made 
all too clear under the present 
system that it is far from easy 
to meet a target for a chosen 
measure of money (sterling M3) 
when the available control 
mechanism (acting on interest 
bearing eligible liabilities) does 
not act on that measure 
directly. 

Given these kinds of prob¬ 
lems (not to mention some of 
the perversities that hare 
characterized the present 
system over the years), it is 
hardly surprising that a band¬ 
wagon has been started by a 
number of monetarv economists 
who would prefer to switch the 
focus of monetary control away 
from the liabilities of the com¬ 
mercial banks and on to the 
consolidated balance sheet of 
the central bank. 

If the authorities do even¬ 
tually decide to move towards 
some form of monetarv base 
control.- however, it will cer¬ 
tainly rot provide an automatic 
solution to all our monetary 
problems. It will not remove 
tbe burden on government to 
pursue a fiscal _ policy appro¬ 
priate to any given monetary 
aim. Nor will it reduce interest 
rate volatility. Indeed, one of 
the strongest criticisms of 
opponents of a monetary base 
system is that it may well 
increase interest rate volatility. 

There are, moreover, a num¬ 
ber of structural changes im¬ 
plicit in a. switch to an effective 
monetary base system. One con¬ 
cerns the role of the discount 
bouses; a second concerns ttae 
present methods of selling 
public sector debt. The latrer, 
however, is something that is 
almost certainly under review 
anyway. Arguably, it has not 
served tbe cause of monetary 
control as well as it might, 
albeit than. governments have 
subjected it to irresponsible 
pressures.

Despite an easing of the price 
war in the king-size cigarette 
market and a consequent uplift 
in profits, Britain’s tobacco 
man ufact u rers are _ bracing 
themselves for a difficult year- 

The Government has started 
negotiations with the Industry 
over the voluntary agreement 
on the control of tobacco promo¬ 
tion which runs out at the end 
of March. Big cutbacks in 
advertising seem inevitable. 
Meanwhile, the ami-smoking 
lobby is in full cry for a total 
advertising ban except at the 
point of sale. 

The Chancellor seems terrain 
to raise taxes on tobacco in the 
next Budget- He might also im¬ 
pose a special burden on cigar¬ 
ettes as a tacit “ health tax ” 
move. 

By the end of next year the 
tobacco industry's code of con¬ 
duct for sports promotion js 
due for review amid criticisms 
of tobacco manufacturers’ 
names being associated with 
activities which have a good 
health image. Some tightening 
of the rules is expected. 

All this comes at a time when 
the iobacco companies are 
emerging from a profits squeeze 
which began in the middle of 
1978 It was then that Bat In¬ 
dustries entered the United 
Kingdom market with their 
State Express 555 brand which 
sold at a discount of as much 
as 8p for 20. Bat weut from 
nothing to about 10 per cent 
of the king-size market; but as 
the price' war is eased and dis¬ 
counts have been reduced, it has 
slipped back to what is esti¬ 
mated to be a shade under 4 
per cent. 

Imperial Group, whose W. D. 
and H. O. Wills and John 
Player subsidiaries had been 
forced ro fight hard to move 
up from a poor 9 per cent slice 
of the king-size market, this 
week reported M a very good 
year ” in the tobacco division. 

Imperial, still tbe market 
leader with nearly 55 per cent 
of the total cigarette sector, 
holds about 45 per cent of the 
king-size market.

Hedges label is brand leader, 
has reported domestic tobacco 
profits up by just over 17 per 
cent in the nine months to Sep¬ 
tember. 

The potential growth still left 
in the king-size market means 
that a renewal of increased 
price competition is always a 
possibility. But the tobacco 
market overall is gradually 
shrinking and the tobacco com¬ 
panies badly need every* market¬ 
ing tool available if market 
share is to be retained. 

This is why the big groups— 
which also include Carreras— 
Rothman and Philip Morris— 
feel under pressure in the talks 
which have just opened with the 
health ministers, led by Mr 
Patrick jenkin. 

Particularly at risk is cigar 
and pipe tobacco advertising 
on television since it has partly 
promoted brand or company 
names which are also associated 
with cigarettes. In the year to 
November about £3.7m was 
spent on this form of advertis¬ 
ing. 

But the companies are under 
no illusion that there will be 
tougher curbs after March even 
though Mrs Thatcher has said 
that the Government favours a 
voluntary agreement rather than 
statutory action. 

One idea that may be pursued 
in tbe talks is for a blanket 
reduction in advertising spend¬ 
ing. The tobacco companies 
spent £22.4m on cigarette adver¬ 
tising in newspapers and maga¬ 
zines in the 12 months to Nov¬ 
ember. according to Meal, the 
market analysts. 


There is also the question of 
poster advertising, a medium 
used by the companies to good 

effect, particularly in the sup- 

realist Benson and Hedges cam¬ 
paign.. A poster advertising ban 
has just been announced by tbe 
Irish Republic. The manufac¬ 
turers must be warned that 
Britain will follow suit. 

Tbe industry appears to have 
failed in its argument that ad¬ 
vertising of cigarettes merely 
allows them to compete for a 
share in a given market—rather 
than produce an expansion of 
the market. 

Sir George Young, under-sec- 
retarv at the Department of 
Health and Social Security, 
recently quoted with approval 
the advertising man who told 
him that toothpaste advertising 
increased awareness of dental 
hygiene and Jed to an increase 
in toothpaste sales. 

“ i believed him and I think 
the same is true for tobacco, ’ 
said Sir George. 

Stronger health warnings on 
cigarette packets are expected 
ro figure in the new agreement, 
and in the sports sponsorship 
talks later in the year rbe 
companies are likely to be under 
pressure to reduce their 
exposure. 

While Sir George was ada¬ 
mant about making progress on 
the advertising issue he was I esc 
emphatic about sports _ pro¬ 
motion because of the reliance 
of so many sports oo sponsor¬ 
ship cash.' There are signs, 
however, that ministers fee] a 
reduction in tobacco sponsor¬ 
ship would not seriously 
damage sports prospects- 

But there are constraints on 
the Government. There are 
40,000 jobs in cigarette manu¬ 
facturing and related employ¬ 
ment (machinery manufacture, 
distributing, packaging and 
retailing! may be ten times that. 
There is also the Treasury's 
heavy reliance on tobacco duty 
revenues. 

With squeezed promotion 
activities. Budget tax increases 
and the tussle for the growth 
in the king-size market those 
improved profit margins among 
the manufacturers could soon 
start to suffer. 


How docile are Russia’s unions? 


Moscow 

Not one of the estimated- 123 
million Soviet trade unionists 
has ever gone on strike. Tbe 
official explanation is that in a 
socialist society strikes are self- 
defeating, since workers would 
be striking against themselves. 

But even the Russians seem 
tn be finding this argument 
rather shallow and nowadays 
tend to emphasize the inde¬ 
pendence of thi unions from 
die state apparatus and their 
record in protecting workers’ 
rights and settling disputes on 
the shop floor. 

The unions are certainly not 
independent by Western stan¬ 
dard concepts of labour law, 
but they do play an important 

f iart in initiating and formu- 
ating Soviet labour low, in 
helping management work out 
norms and quotas for individual 
factories and in organizing 
fringe benefits and holiday rest 
homes for their members. 

With the increasing represen¬ 
tation of union officials on 
factory boards in the West the 
Soviet unions are becoming a 
little more recognizable in 
structure. 

Surprisingly, umon member¬ 
ship is not compulsory, though 
workers are strongly urged to 
join. Membership is on the prin¬ 
ciple of everyone in a single 
enterprise belonging to one 
union, and each union embraces 
workers in a particular branch 
of the economy—for example, 
there is the union of workers 
in machine-building and the 
union of workers in the food 
industry. 

The constitution gives unions 
an official role along with 
management in running an 
enterprise. In practice, this 
means that they tell their mem¬ 
bers wbar the management— 
and more particularly the com¬ 
munist party, which really con¬ 
trols management—has decided 
and make sure that this is 
implemented- 

The trade union daily news¬ 
paper Trud recently denied that 
being guided by the party 
leadership meant that the 
unions were completely under 
the party’s control. But Rus¬ 
sians find it difficult to explain 
precisely how tbe unions can 
protect workers* interests

against the management, which 
is also guided by the party, 
without seeming to go against 
the party. 

In fact, the unions never 
challenge party policy. Where 
they do have independent room 
for manoeuvre is in dealing 
with individual cases. A worker 
who gets the sack can appeal 
to his union to have his case 
reviewed; factory managers 
who break safety regulations— 
notoriously lax by western 
standards-^-can be taken to 
court by union officials; and 
the payment of bonuses is often 
left to the unions to determine. 

Unions also have a say in 
building and allocating flats for 
ibeir members, organizing sport 
and recreation facilities and 
seeing that wages are paid on 
time. 

Wage levels are determined 
by central government, but the 
unions have an increasingly 
large share of what are called 
“social funds” io administer. 
In the past two years the 
priority has been to use these 
to improve working conditions 
for women, by, for example, 
building more nurseries and 
kindergartens to aljow working 
mothers to continue full-time 
employment. 

This year sorial security 
funds administered by trade 
unions totalled 32.000m* roubles 
(about £22,860m). Much of the 
money went on summer holiday 
camps for children, rest-homes 
and saniroria for workers and 
maternity allowances. 

Tbe Soviet constitution says: 
"In accordance with the aims 
of building communism citizens 
of the USSR have the right to 
associate in public organiza¬ 
tions that promote their poJiti- 
caJ activity and initiative and 
satisfaction of their various 
interests ”. 

Accordingly, trade unions 
are given the right to nominate 
candidates for election to the 
Supreme Soviet, the equivalent 
of parliament, and frequently 
call shop-floor meetings, where 
attendance is compulsory', at 


which party policies are 
explained and poor workers 
publicly reprimanded. 

In practice, this politiral 
activity means little to the 
average worker, who reaards 
the meetings as a dull obliga¬ 
tion ; and the elections are a 
foregone conclusion. 

But what the constitution 
does not envisage is the setting 
up of any rival to the official 
unions. It came as a rude shock 
to the Soviet authorities in 1977 
when a number of disgruntled 
workers who had been sacked 
from their factories got together 
to form an “ independent” 
union free of state control. 

The authorities moved quickly 
to suppress the organization. 
The leaders were sent out of 
Moscow, questioned, arrested 
and a few of them, including 
the unofficial initiator, Vladimir 
Klebanov, were sent to psychia¬ 
tric hospitals. 

The independent union move* 
mem had almost no effect with¬ 
in the Soviet Union but it em¬ 
barrassed the Russians in their 
dealings with trade unionists 
from overseas who had heard 
of the movement and wanted to 
know why it was suppressed. 

Britain's National Union of 
Mineworkers took up Kleba¬ 
nov’s case, with some reluct¬ 
ance, at an international miners 1 
conference in Poland last year. 
After a long delay the Russians 
told Mr Joe Gormley, the British 
miners’ leader, that Klebanov 
had been injured and was now 
getting a disability pension—a 
contention that satisfied tha 
NUM, but which Amnesty Inter¬ 
national dismissed as completely 
untrue. 

The Russians do not allow 
any organization to be set up 
unless it has the < prior approval 
of the Communist Party. Any 
hope of an association of wor¬ 
kers that goes against this prin¬ 
ciple is doomed. 

Nevertheless Soviet trade 
unions, which Stalin made a 
virtual extension of a govern¬ 
ment department, have been 
slowly granted measures of 
autonomy. And, as the bounds 
of legitimate criticism have 
been widened under Brezhnev, 
so unions have begun to be con¬ 
cerned more actively in remedy, 
ing abuses.

A sharp downturn in the 
profitability of two major con¬ 
tracts—in Milton Keynes and 
the Isle of Wight—have con¬ 
tributed to a half-time loss for 
civil engineers and building 
contractors A. Monk.
